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where they asked that he remenber they were In Catoiiia on March Isl 
although he did not see then until April 17th; that Cat to later Inllj^mod 
hln concerning the kidnaping and murder as follows: 



Al Capone's brother had arranged for the baby to be kidnaped, 
and Goldstein, Getto smd Margaret Finn were detailed to carry out the 
Job, These orders were given throush Frank Nitti alias "The Enforcer"; 
Nitti fearing that the govemirient might accede to the request thct 
Capcne bo freed in order that the child be located, gcive orders that 
Capone's brother *s orders that the child be kidncpc-d be carried out, 
but that t^je child bo killed immediately so thct he could not be 
exhibited to interested parties, and Al Capono^s temporary rclocsc 
would not then be granted, Furncri further stated that Gctto stctod 
that both he and Goldstein wore instructed to leave the country; that 
Gat to was soncrborc in Italy cjid Goldstein is somenhcrc in Frr.ncc« 
That ho does not knov/ their exact cddrosscs but sees G^'ttc fron tino 
to time; that Bfcrgcrct Finn is still living in the United Str.tcs, 
Fumari claims that Goldstein killed the b:.by and that this is kncTni 
to Frank Nitti rjid Al C?.ponc*s brother though Cnponc's brother did 
not plan or intend thr.t the br.by should be killed » Investigation 
developed that one Louis Gat to uas still in the United Str.tcs rnd 
has been since and before Krjch 1, 1932* KcxfrTCt Finn and the Goldstein 
mentioned have not teen locctud. 



In August 1933, Kcnry R, Wostcott, Jr., Chaplr.in, United 
States Array, Fort Clr.yton, Can-':! Zone, trr.nsnittod to the Icpartniont, 
information furnished by Oral E, Kathbun, a ooldier then str.tioncd at 
thr.t post alleging in substnncc thr.t one Joe H^cKonzic of Li.nsing, 
Michigan, was working for John Torrio and tried to get him, Rathbun, 
to Join his gang In a racket, shortly before the Lindbergh kidnaping. 
Rathbun enlisted in the army to hide frcci the members of the gang, 
and further alleged that Torrio had cnglncorod the kidnaping and that 
the Lindbergh child had boon hold In Ncv: York, Y. by a ^^^s. Brovrstcr 
who had lived in the vicinity of 4745 Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, where 
one Margaret, a cr/eothcart of KocKenzic hcd livud. Further, that he 
had Idontlficd Efrs, Brcustcr by a newspaper photcgrr.ph as Mrs. 
Fom Sankcy. He further stated thnt Torrio 's gang non has its head- 
quarters In Cicero, 111, 
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Investigation at Loosing, MicMgan f«iiled to confim thut 
Joe I^cKenzle> ♦rho hss r ?.ocrJ. police reccrd, was connected with Terr 
or any Chicago e)^nf5sters- Ratlitun's former employer at Lfinsing, a 
restaurant proprietor, stated tliot he had dischnrgod r.fttiibun after 
satisfying himself that R?ithr»\i2i vos steal ir^j from the cosh register. 
This formfir employer further stated that he understood Ri.thbun had 
become involved In a difficulty V7ith o 1:icp1 girl and hnd to leave 
town. The Mrs. Brtwster referred to by liathbun was located and 
identified as a hix's* Scrnstein at 550 Briar ?lacc, Chicaco, and while 
it was noted that she bore scane slight resemblance to the photograph 
of Mrs* Fern Sankey, it was obvious that she wus not the sauc person. 

There was referred to the Division, in ScptLir.btr 1933, a 
communication jprepijred by one John J. Pawolczyk, recitir.f: thnt he had 
copyrig-Jited a radio pui'.rle in September lO'ol in connection rlth which 
he had also copyrighted n symbol very similar to th?.t ured on t he- 
Lindbergh ransom notes. The Division's Inboratory ext'mination in 
this connoction indicated the Pnrelczyk's writing v,ns dissinilr.r 
to that on the rp.nccm notes r.nd thnt x/hilt the design v.ns not identical 
it was the scno gcncr-.l design as the symbol used on the rr.nsom notes. 

Pawelczyk was interviewed by a Special Acent of the Division 
on October 10, 1933 in the Illinois State Penitentiary, Joliet, 111. where 
Pawelcsyk !«- Serving a sentence of from one to fourteen years on a charce 
of manslaughter, growing out of a killinc which occurred in April ISLiS 
at Chicago, and which Pawelczyk described as a drunken braTrl. 

Pawelczyk further stated that in 1931 while serving a five 
year sentence in Leavenworth Penitentiary on a charge of counterfeit in^;, 
he designed a radio puzzle consisting in part of e dcsigr. which uas 
his idea of radio dials. This design vas composed of ttvo circles 
which met and two amsllor circular spots at about the center of the 
circles and a long oblique spot in the center of the space formed by 
tbo merging of the two circles. 

That while serving time in Leavunworth he worked in the shoe 
factory on the fourtli floor, opurating a shriving machine; \.hilc thcra 
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he became intimately acquainted with the notorious Frank Hash who wojlced 
in the shoe factory with him. He explained this radio puzzle to Nasi, 
;„wbo discussed with him various questions in regard to other ganes anj 
puzzles which Pawelczyk was interested in creating. Nash was also 
Interested in the design in question and on a number of occasions dreir 
the design on the wall in back of the shriving machine, pa^relczyk believes 
this sketch could still be found on the rear wall in the shoe factory on 
the fourth floor of the Leavenaorth Penitentiaiy. 



That Fayelczyk further stated that he paid little attention to 
the Lindbergh case .but that one day a man showed him the design on the 
Llndber^ rajnisom note as it appeared in some detective story magazine, and 
when he examined It he sat? that it tras the design .vhich he had copyrighted 
in September 1931* 

That in January 1933 after leaving the Penitentiary he frequent- 
ed a saloon at 217 South Kedzie Avenue, Chicago, operated by Mike Ryan 
alias Mickey Dale alias Mickey Barron :7ho had served t'.70 terras in the 
Joliet Penitentiary; that rhile he ms in this saloon Frank Kash car;ic in 
and greeted him* Pauelczyk states that Kash was wearing; a chestnut wig 
but he does not believe that he had on glasses or a moustache. That be 
asked Kaslr fight out why Nash liad used his design on the ransom notes. 
Nash told him not to say anything about it and that he would tell him 
more about It an another tine* 



Ihat about two reeks later he again sau IJash in the sajie saloon 
and had a lor^ talk with him. Nash admitted that he had placed this 
symbol on the Lindber^ ranscoi notes. Nash told him that the actual 
kidnapers of the Lindbergh baby were Karvoy Bailey, Frank Mash and one 
Bob Berry. That Berry is supposed to have committed suicide some time ago 
and used tho aliases of Berry, Bobby Davis, Bobby*»San'3stron, Bob Harris 
and others. That Berry is from Detroit and has been wanted for murder 
in that vicinity and should be well knovm to the Detroit police. He 
did not know -whether Berry was a Donber of the Purple Gang in Detroit; 
that Nash stated tho real insti^tor of the kidnaping \ms John Torrio, a 
former notorious Chicago gangster, now living in Brooklyn, IJ. Y.; that 
the real purpose of the crime ^ras the liberation of Al Capone from the 
Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta, Ga.; that the idea of Torrio rras to have 
the Lindbergh baby kidnaped and brought to Brooklyn, N. Y. ^rhore it would 
be held pending the release of Capon© froci tho penitentiary for the _ 
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purpose of finding the baby; that Capono would then find the child^nd wouli 
of course, have a strong ease of clemency because of his activity;*; hat 
the ransom phase was carried out to assist In hiding the real intelt of the 
kidnaping, ^ 



Parelczyk further stated that he had discussed kidnapincs rith 
Nash when he waa in the penitentiary, and Nash had always told him that if c 
kidnaping was to take place It n.^s very foolish to keep the victim alive 
or to release the victim after obtaining the ransom money, since the victim 
could then give infonnation which mi(^t assist in the capture of the 
kidnapers; that Nash had alrmys said It was a better policy to kill the 
victim as soon after the kir^.naping as was possible, secrete the body, and 
use the cltothing and other personal articles of the victim as a means to 
collecting the ransom payment. 



Pawelczyk stated that llash told him Torrio had apparently secured 
the services of Harvey Bailey to engineer the crime, and Bailey In turn 
secured Nash and Berry; that Bailey told Kash and Berry that the idea was 
to kidnap one of the Kresge eirla in Detroit. When these parties arrived 
in Detroit, however. Bailey told them they had a job to puil in the east 
and carried -them to flew Jersey for the kidnaping. 



Pawelczyk said that tiash did not mention the details of the 
kidnaping, except to say that they took the child, but he understood from 
L Hash that the place had been watched for some time before the crime was 

pulled, and details had been worked out by these parties before the 
commission of the crime; thot it probably was Frank Nash who killed the 
child shortly after taking it from its home, being convinced that it would 
be Impossible to safely take it any distance; that Kash told him the child 
was killed and tTas buried in the underbrush after rhich the ransoTi ncgotia 
tions were carried on; that Nash did not say he had prepared the ransoin 
notes but did say he bad used the design created by Pawelczyk, He did not 
explain why he used this design except to say that he ttss auarc of its 
origin at the tine he used it, and indicated that one of the reasons for 
its -use was the fact that ho knew the originator was then in the pcnitenti 
ary. 



That Nash further told him Berry r;as the actual emissary of the 
giang in collecting tho ransom money from Dr. Condon; th£?.t this moncj 

then 
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turned' over by Berry to llarvev Bailey who in turn carried it to John Torrio 
who Is suppose! to have •yci'i :5C,X0 in sood monc:' for the mar?^ed tillij; 
that Bailey then cleared out of Hew York and did not p^y either fosh ol 
^erry, Pawelczj^k statec that he believed pa i ley wcs in fact the lea del 
bf the gang which roDbed banks., etc, and that Hash while a deterniincd 
criminal was not tUe principal figure in the gang; that "ash did not 
explain to him why he did not atter.pt any reprisals 3f;riij.st Railcy for 
taking the money or did not attempt to secire corne funds fron Torrio, 
but said he was telling PaT/elczyk all these facts so they would be known. 
Further that liash claimed he had not seen Bailey since L^r.rch 19?2 wh<^n 
the baby was kidnaped* 

Pav/eJ-czyk further stated that Mash had connefctions cill ovar the 
country with 'rarious 6215:3, as most of the other notorious criminDls had. 
He indicated that he would not have told this story had not rash beer 
killed. That it was his opinion Nash was deliberately killed in Kansas 
City and that it was not an attempt to deliver him, Kc based his opinion 
upon the story told him by Nash and said hd believed, that although tho 
gang as a whole may have thought that the attempt to pet liish was to 
deliver him, the real purpose was to make surp that Hash did not tell 
his story concerning this case and that Bailey h?.d arrar.fec^ for eit'.ier 
himself or some of the giinmcn to mako sure that ffesh wis killed boforp 
he reached ^o-^^nitentiary. 



Pawelczyk further stated that he did not wish to tove his naiie 
revealed in connection with this natter but was interested in possible 
clemency and in any reward that jni&lit be offered. 



pawelczyk' s criminal record in the Chicago police Dopartner.t 
indicates that he has been convicted of various crimes and sentenced on 
at least seven occasions since 1909 and has been I'eturned several times 
for violation of parole. 



The handwriting of Harvey Boilcy was compjired rnth the ransom 
letters, and was found by Albert D. Osbom, examiner of questioned documents, 
yew York City, to have no eimilarity thereto. 
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V Because of the widespread publicity relating to the Purple Cang, 
Harfy* Fleisher, et al, in connection with this case, a brief outline of it^his- 
tory and,organi2ation as contained in the files of this office is sot out herewith. 

From the tlmo of its inception In 1926, the Purple Gang in Detroit, 
Michigan, has always been identified with kidnaping as well as with the alcohol 
and beer rackets* Following the disintegration of the gang in 1930 due to the 
encroachments of the so-callod "Jewish Navy^ organization of ruiTi runners, the naem- 
bcps of the Purple Gang dispersed; some who came to the East have frequently boon 
suspected in connection with sonsational kidna pings in the Metropolitan area of 
New York city. 

Two of its members, Samuel H^^ndcl alias Louis Green c.lias "Lefty" 
Hanlen, and Harry I, Flcish alias Henry Fink alias Horry FlcishGr nero crrcstcd in 
New York City on February 4, 1930 and hold for extradition to Connecticut on a 
charge of complicity in the kidnaping on January 28, 1930, of Max Price, wealthy 
real estate man in Hartford, Conn, HoT7cvcr, they ncrc dismissed on the strength 
Of alibi testimony to the effect that both were in Detroit, !.^ichiGan at the time 
of this kidnaping. Both have extensive police and criminal records and Harry 
Fleisher is generally known as one of the outstanding menbe rs of the Purple Gang, 

Subsequently the Purple Gang was again mentioned in connection with the 
gangster shooting of "Chicago Franlcie" Mario in New York City ir February, 1931. 
Ifarlo was reported to have come to Her; York to "declare hiiiiself in" on the fruits 
or several kidnapings executed by the Purple Gang, 

Three of the alleged leaders of the Purple Gang wore convicted and 
received life sentences for the murder of three rival gangsters in the Colli ngr.'ood 
Apartment, Detroit, Michigan, in September, 1931. These three members of the 
Purplft Gang were Ray Burnstein, Harry Keywell, and Irvine Millberf,. Harry Fleish, 
coBsnonly known as r^arry Fleisher alias Henry Fink, another leader of the Purple 
Gang, was alleged to have participated in this murder but escr.ped an' reinained a 
fugitive until June 9, 1932 when he voluntarily surrendered to the Detroit rolice.- 

At the time of the Lindbergh kidnaping, the known leaders of the Purple 
Gang were Abe Burnstein, alias Bernstein; Joe Burnstein; Charles Leiter; A^e Axler 
Sam Axler; joe Miller; Henry Fletcher and Harry Fleisher, the last nimed beinc the 
only one wanted at that time by the Detroit Police. Photographs of these rzen arc 
on file in the New Yoric office. In addition to these there were known to the 
Detroit police at about this time forty-four alleged members of the Purple Gnng 
vhoBp names follow:

On "March 24, 1932 the Kow York Daily Kews and other newspapers announc-.d 
that Abie ?/agncr, a notorious East Side Nev/ York (tanf^stor was being sou^^ht for 
questioning by the Nc^v Jersey St fit c Police in conjunction v.ith Harry Flcishor. 
Abie Wagner was said to be q Now York agent of the Purple Gonr. J^nd to hbVc been 
se^n in central Nov? Jersey shortly before tlio kidnapinn. lie l-.as an extensive 
criminal record, including arrests in Nov/ York tnd Detroit, nocd many aliases, 
and is ^fanted for bomicide by the Nov? York City Police IX-pnrt.v.cn t. 

Hr. Dudley Field Malone, attomey-at-la»T, TJew York City, informed 
officers of the Michigan State Police that he was approached by a representative 
of the Kew York Daily llirror and asked if he would be willinij to act as intermou- 
lary in the Lindbergh Kidnapinc case; that he at first refused on account of his 
law practice and professional standing but repliod that ho rould be vrHling to do 
anything in his power to assure the safe retuim of the Lindbergh child. Kc asscrt- 
■ ed that he was vpcy much enbarrussed when the Mirror published in hcL.dlines the 
story that he would be willine to act as po-bctv.-cen in this cas^j . Tie received 
several anonymous comauni cations throu^jh the mail and by telephone and sp unt 
practically all of his time for five or six weeks trying to communicate v.'ith the 
kidnapers and had spent tibout $4803 of his ov»n money in trying to brinf; the case

ments with the Governor of lUchican through another man and the only p^a-t that 
he, Mr. Malonc, would take in the matter wuld bo to receive the child.

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The report of the Michit;an State Police in this connection states 
that on April 1, 1932 one Doherty appeared at the Ck>vemor*8 Office in 
an4 stated he belioved that he was in contact with certain persons who 
fuitilsh Information regarding the Lindbcrj^ kidnapiiif:. He was referred 
Covomor^to Pardon and Parolo Comissioncr Ray 0. Brundage, and Deputy ConEilasion- 
er fred G. Armstrone, of the State Police. He stated that one James W. Doolcy 
infoTOod the How York Daily Mirror in substance the same as ho stated to iir. 
Malono as related in the procoding paragraph. He further stated that Dooley 
would come to Lansinc If he would not bo &rrcstud to vhlch Deputy Cotsnissioner 
Armstrosg agreed* 

That on April Z, 1932 Dooley camo to Lonsinf; and did not interview any 
officials but talked with Ur. Doherty. He then procoedcd ' to Toronto, Ont, and 
Montreal and wasAcept under continuous surveillance by detectives of the Michigan 
Statu Police who in cooperation with the Canadian authorities tapped the wires 
and recorded numerous telephone conversations in uhich Dooley engaged, a copy of 
which rocord is on file in the Now York Office. 

On April 7, 1932 the Michigan Detectives met !.tr. Mulonvi at the home of 
Sir Henry Thornton, President of the Canadian IJntional RailT7ays. fir. Lialone 
Infomod than that he had talkod with Dool&y and had dum£.ndod c sho;nio\jn from him. 
On April 9th the detectives wore Infonaod thut i>. lialonc h&d given up the case 
end had re turned New York. 

Further, in this connection, a ccornunicatlon sifned **B. D." 
dated Troy, N. Y. May 13, 1932 was addressed to I-Ir, Frank Burke, Treasury Depart- 
ment , Washington, D. C. and by him referred to this Division. The writer stated 
C that on January 9, two days before ho, ♦♦B.D.", left Lcavonworth, Louis Flelsher, 
brother of Harry, came to him and askod if he was going to Now York to tfcich he 
replied aff inaatively. Louis then requested him to meet Hrirry in }Tcv/ark, K. J. 
and introduce him to O^mey Madden and Bill Duffy as Harry "had somethinf^ {rood in 
New Jarsoy," Thut durinr?: this convorsHtion Louis asktd **B.D." if ho knew where 
the Uorrows lived and if the Lindber^s lived xd th them. "B.D.** st^.tcd he stopped 
in Kansas City, Chicago, and V/ashin^ton on the v.ay home, th^n the mf'.tt«jr broke, 
and he iinmedintely got in touch with Let.ven':7orth through H'lrry Sitner who hcid some 
underground routes. That Horry wrote him he would be hcine Mc~rch 20th nnd to moot 
him in New York as he had a mossago for him from Louis. He not Harry Sltnor in 
Now York and Sitner told him ho was to meet Harry Floishcr in Montrefil end thnt he 
bod a message to Colonel Lindbergh; that he Qdvisud Sitner it "ould be Impossihlc 

to see tho Colonel and auggustcd thct he toll the story to Dudley Field I.I'ulonc;

That he left for Montreal and on his ^rival, 
found the managing editor of the Mirror and Mr, Mefford and Dudley Field fclone 
with Mrs* Ualone at the Ritz Carlton; that Sitner informed then of Fleisnir's 
terms and the managing editor of the Mlrrow started a man to see Govornor^firuckncr 
of Hichigan and that the Govornor expressed a desire to sec hici, **B« !)•**; 
that he kept Fleishor Informed of what was going on and that the Mirror secured 
the services of Gar Wood's plane and pilot to carry him to ilichigan to see the 
Governor; that without telling anyone, Malone pot into conniunicGtion with Major 
Murphy and roquosted him to work on Governor Bruckner but the Governor saw 
Murphy»8 political possibilities and backed up on Murphy; that sancone brought in 
the Michigan police and Ilalono brought Sir Henry Thornton into play and he in 
turn brought in the Canadian lU.nistor of Justice, whereupon Fleishor "got leery" 
and moved to Quebec.

That Bill Duffy, Owney Madden, '•Bi^ Frenchy" and others held a nur.ber 
of conferences and Owney advised Breckinridge not to pay the money; that they knew 
Fleisher had "the package" because he was able to state various character marks 
which he relayed to Owney who had Breckinridge verify them; further, that they 
knew two mobs were interested, Frank Kit ti and Charlie Genna for Caponc; and 
Fleisher end Abe Wagner for the Purple Gang. 

Further, that Breckinridge saw the fellow Condon paid the money to; 
that he knew tho^-jiotes could not be faked and that the mob had protected them- 
selves from others getting in. That Fleisher was only interested in "spinning** 
his pals and that Nitti and Gcnna wanted the money. 

With reference to the comnuni cation signed by "B. I)." it was stated 
by Lieutenant Frank Holland of the Detroit Police DepGrtment that the person who 
wrote the letter had a very complete knowledge of this particular angle of the 
Lindbergh case. The contents and initials of the conmuni cation were not divulged 
to Lieutenant Holland but he stated during the conversation that one Wllliom 
Dougherty, a foraer convict at Leavenworth, had made known to certain authorities 
information n^ich he had in his possession rtiich was alle£;ed to be authentic, 
concerning the Lindbergh kidnaping and the activities of the Purple Gang. Lieuten- 
and Holland, during the intei^iew, practically went over the same information as 
that set out in the anonymous letter signed "B. D." received by Frank Burke. Ke 
stated that Dougherty following his release from Ltsavenworth was employed by the 
Now York Mirror and that the. trip to Michigan xms for tho purpose of discussing 
the matter with Govomor Bruckner in an attempt to secure the release of tho three 
convicted members of tho Purple Gang, as above set out« It i/as Lieutenant Hol- 
land's theory, based on what ho claimed to be authentic information secured dur- 
ing his inquiry, that the Purple Gang including Burns tcin was merely trying to 
. "chis<

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It h&s further beeii stated in this ccsu*ection that Ahe Burnt ein 
has exhibited much interest in his brother nay's confinement at Marquette #nd 
it Is. at least possible thet he would go through with the Lindbergh kidnaping for 
two reasons: (1) to obtain largo ransom end (2) to release his brother and the 
other two'^cmbcro , ^Is previously related, u/ironrirmed reports were received tc 
the effect ths.t Bumstein was in New York Cily, and possibly at the Piccadilly 
Hotel, which hotel was controlled by Irving Woxler, alias ?/&xcy Gordon, st about 
the same tlma the kidnaping took place. It has also been found through invcstipra- 
tion that Abe Burns tcin was in El PQso, Texas during the first part of April, 
1932; where, as Omar Borck, he was at the Hotel Paso del Norte on April 8, 19?S 
trtilch was at the same time that Gaston B. Meuns was at this hotel. It Tias fur- 
ther ascertained throuf)i» the local police department that a telegran was received 
from the Investicfttion Bureau of the Los Angeles District Attorney's office dated 
April 18, 1932 advising: that A. Burnstoin was in the custody of the Los Anfrtlus 
Police and requesting advice as to whether he vas wanted by the Ectroit Police. 

In September of 1931 Sergeant Michael £;. Flan i gen, of Detroit 
Homicide Squad, Detroit Police Department, proceeded to l.'ew York City for the 
purpose of attempting to locate and apprehend Fleisher. During his stay in New 
York he learned that Abe Bumstein was staying at the Piccadilly Hotel, 
His investigation developed that on September 2, 1951 Abe Bumstein sent a tele- 
gram reading as follows:

Michigan, developed that the Johnny Condon who was the addressee of the a%ove 
quoted telegrams wes George tturphy alias John Miirphy alias Condon, Detroit, 

any way related to Dr. John F. (Jafsic) Condon, nor in any other way connected 
with the Lindbergh kidnaping and murder. 

As a result of information furnished the New York police Depart- 
ment by the I>i vision, detectives of the police Department observed A. Burnstein 
nf^f enter the Hotel Astor, New York City on March 26, 1932. He used a house tclopbc 
but efforts to ascertain to wham ho talked wore unsuccessful. Follo\nng his 
telephone conversation he loft the hotol, cntcrod a Packard car, and proceeded 1 
#0375 Valentine Ave, the Bronx ec\d after leaving; there the detcctivcj: lost him 
congested traffic. It was learned through q check of the license plates of 
the Packard cor by the New York Police that they were issued to one Cunningham, 
a salesman of Groat Keck, L. I, who had moved and whose whereabouts was unknown • 
It was further reported that the detectives had observed Loiter end -.iiller, 
alleged mombors of the Purple Gang, at the Aator Hotel durinfr the time when 
Burnstein was there* 

^OiLJ^ril 9, 1932 A- L. Hitner, **iose activities are set out in 
sub-section entitled with his name, telephoned former Assistant Attorney General 
John Marshall by long distance stating that he had a tclegrud f roin an inronnun.t 
to the effect that Fleisher and Wagner of the Purple Gang, Detroit, had recentlj 
left Toronto and had eone to Detroit. That they were stopping at the Book Cadil 
c Hotel, one of them registering under the name of White. 

XSider date of Hay 6, l93c the Deputy Prohibition Administrator 
at Detroit, Michigan advised that he had been infoimed that Sam Loiter 
residing at 17604 itonica Ave., Detroit, Michigan, recently returned from a trip 
Texas; that prior to this trip he hod declared his intention of going to Texas £ 
entering in the liquor business with Harry Fleisher and Henry Shoor, 

Investigation devclopod that on March 16th and 19th respectively, 
1932, two telegrams signed »*ttory** wore sent to Sam Leiter of the Meyers Products 
Co., at Detroit, Miehlgon, a-siJbsidlary of the Purple Gang at San Antonio, Texas 
on April 13th and 15th respectively, two telegrams wore sent to Sam Loiter, Doti 
from San Antonio, signod '^arry.** The contents of these telegrams appear to be 
personal and mention is made of quotatio;LS on cars, the plant, oil barrels, etc,

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Early in June, 1932 information was rsccived by the Detroit offllce of 
th^ Division that }farry Fleisher probably was in Detroit. || 

As previously stated, i'leiahcr voluntarily suiTcndored to the Police 
Department at Detroit on thv nornin/5 of June 0, 1932 to ai:5wor to e charge of" 
murder in corinection with ths pr.^viously mt-ntionod Collingrr/ood mossacre, 
possibly feeling eecur?- in believing that the evidence available irould be 
insufficient to convict him. 

Tmncdiately following his arrest, Fleisher was intcrrof;atcd at polict- 
hoad quarters by Special AC^nts of the Division relative to his movoments since th 
Lindbergh Kidnaping. Hsj apparontly. had beun thorouf^hly coached by his counsel anc 
carefully avoidcij answering dcfiniio questions. He advised; however, that Phil 
Fleisher of Canton, v;ho was alleged to bo his borthcr, was not related and r'^s 
unknov/n to hin. He stated that he was born in Detroit; was 29 years of age; tht.t 
his father, Louis Fleish resides ut 2688 Cortland St., Detroit; that he has a 
brother, Sammy, but does not know his present address but probably residing in 
Detroit, and a sister, Betty, residing with his fetlier. Another brother, Louis, 
is at present confined in the United States Penitentiary, I^avenrorth, serving e 
ten year sentence on a conviction for theft from interstate shipment. It was 
learned that Harry Fleisher married one Harriet F. Stockor in January, 1931, 
and she is at present living with her parents at 593 Hague St., Detroit. 
Fleisher was subsequently questioned by representatives of the Kew Jersey State 
Police and the Hewark, H, J. Police Department but no information tending to 
link him to tho Lindber(;ih case was obtained.

Johnson, ttiile not employed in the Morrow or Lindbergh homes, 
was a frequent visitor at the servants^ quarters of both, being the 
sweetheart of Betty Gow and an intimate friend of ?,:r. and Mrs. Johannes 
Juzi^e, (The latter a Morrow servant). He therefore was undoubtedly 
acquainted with the routine of both fasvilies. 



Johnson is a native of Mass, NorTray; boru Kovcnber ae», 1905, 
He arrived in the United states during March 1927 as a firunan aboard 
the S.S. "Topdalsf jord" , He jumped ship upon arrival in Brooklyn, and 
had not returned to Europe prior to his arrest as a suspect in tho 
Instant kidnaping. 



Johnson's first known employment after his arrival in the 
United States was as a sailor aboard tho yacht of Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., 
during the period from May 1927 to October 1927. Inmodiatcly ihoro- 
after h&— visited Xlr, and Mrs. Arthur Johnson (uncle and aunt) at their 
residence in Marlboro, Liaine and remained with then until December 
1927, He then visited at the home of his brother, John Johnson, 
67 Foley Street, West Hartford, Conn., where he remained until Jrinuary 
1928 and then proceeded to Now York City, secured employment with the 
Intorborough Subway, and roomed at the residence of the Carpentor family, 
Simpson St., Bronx, New York City, and later secured enploymL-nt aboai^d 
the yacht owned by Arthur Levine. He continued in Levinc's employ 
until Au^st 1928 leaving to tako a position aboard the yacht of I.Ir. 
Loroy Frost of Hyack, K. J, He continued in the anploy of Frost until 
October 192G at which timo ho was laid off. Shortly theruefter he secured 
a position on the yacht "ibic** owned by the Christy (or Christie) 
family of Hastings-on-the-Hudson, N. Y.* and accompanied this yacht to 
Savannah, Ga . vhcro ho loft the yacht Dcccmbur 24, 19S8 and returned 
to New York. Upon his. return to Not? York he took up his x*esidencc 
with a family naraod Thompson at 5323 8th AVunuo. Brooklyn, M. Y. where 
he remained until May 1929. During this period and under date of 
February 15, 1929 he eocurcd a position aboard •The Flying Hist",

until November 15, 1929. Durlnc the cnauinc winter he secured odd joU^ 
and was next steadily employed by Thomas W. LaI.Iont aboCird the latter' ■

'October 1930 he tool: up his residence with his brother, Fred Johnson, 
at 69^2 S^^venth Avenue, Erooklyn, N- Y, and during the ensuing winter 
secured eraployraent as on oil -jrcfker for the Norton Company, at 53rd 
Street and East Hivjr. Nct: York City. Johnson was reemployed abo4*rd 
the "Reynard", the LaMont yacht, durine: the spring of 1031, and con- 
tinued in LaMont servico until the last of October 1931, at which 
timo the "Reynard" was laid up for drydockin^:. Johnson expected to 
be reemployed by LaMont during lltirch 1932. The Now York Offico files 
do not reflect the naturo of John's enploymont during the winter of 
1932 prior teethe kidnaping though it Is reflected that durinfi this 
period he resided at 41 James Street, Englcwood, N. J., a rooming house 
operated by Mi-s. W. T, Shemuin. Ho was still rosidinf at this address 
at tho timo of hie arrost. Johnson is reported to have previously 
resided at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Johannes Juncc, 96 Enelc Street, 
Englcwood, K. J. He occasionally played pool with one Heiffio Huttu, 
who also roomed at 41 James Street, at a pool room near Dc;rin end Van 
Brunt Streets, Englcwood, N. J. 



^*^he time of the kidnaping and for a period of approximetely 
four months innediately prior thereto, Johnson was the accepted sweetheart 
of Betty Gow. He visited her frequently at the Morrow resiaence and on 
at least three occasions was with her at the Hopewell residence of the 
Lindberghs. The first occasion he visited Hopewell was with Betty Got: 
prior to the completion of the Lindbergh residence. He next visited 
Betty Gow at Hopewoll, under date of January 1, 1932, and acain visited 
her at said address a few weeks prior to tho kidnaping. 



Johnson and Betty Gow wore out tot^cther in Johnson's 
automobile (a greon Chrysler Coupe, N. Y. l'J32 license 3U 9660), February 
28, 1932. They rode around, had dinnor, and returned to the Morrow 
residence where thoy played cards with several of the Morrovr s^-rvants. 



Johnson again dated TTlth Betty Gov;, February 29, 1932, visiting 



her at the Morrow rosidcnco and with hor and other of the Morror; servants 
again played cards. Upon leaving, Johnson arranged to soc Betty Cor the 
follOT/inp evening.

Subsequent to Betty Gow»s receipt of lire, Lindberf**s telophfne 
.call instructing her to proceed to Hopewell, Betty called Johnson at Js 
Vesidonco and upon ascer'^^Qinlnf- that he was not at home, requested thaf 
his landlendy, IJrs. Shcimn, }iave hiin cd3.1 hor at the Ilorrow residence 
upon his errival. Johns^:i: did not call her prior to hor departure 
which was sometime between 2: tvA 3: P.li, llarch 1, 193?. The filts at 
this office do not rofloct the exact tine Johnson called the Morror 
residence and was advised of Betty Cow's whereabouts and that the 
Lindberghs intended rcmaininf, at Hopewell, the nipht of March 1, 1952* 
It is known, however, thnt Johnson received the above information 
sometime prior to 8:30 P.M., Murch 1, 1032, as he is quoted us having 
stated that ho waited until th^it hour before tcljphoninp: to Botty (3ov; 
at Hopewell ix^ order to ta^u adv;intaf;u of the cheaper rates. At 
8:30 P.M., itirch 1- 193^, Johnson at Znf:leT7ood placed a telephonic cell 
to 2ctty Gow et HopovJt;ll. Ho talked with her from approxmatcly P:55 
to 8:40 P.M. and then took Y'x, and Mrs. Johannes Junge ridinc in his 
automobile. The exact hour of Johnson's return to his rcsidonco is 
not reflected in the files; however, his Itindlady, Mrs. Shcriaan, is 
quoted as stating that he was in his room for a few hours late the night 
of March 1, 1932 and that he loft at an extremely early hour the morning 
of March Z, 1932 cnroute Hartford, Conn. 



After arriving at Hartford, Conn., Johnson visited at the home 
of his brother, John Johnson, 67 Foley Street, West iiartforc. Conn, He 
was arrested at this address on Iterch 4, 1932 and brourf-.t to the office 
of County Attorney Huch M, Alcorn, where he was subjected to intensive 
questioning relative to his movements prior and subsequent to the 
kidnaping. Stenographic notes of this examination were m^^de and transcribed, 
one copy being retained by County Attorney Alcorn and one furnished the 
New Jersey State Police, IJr, Alcorn has advised that he is unable to 
locate his copy. However, efforts are being made to secure it or a new 
transcript for the files of this office. 

Johnson was reltascd to the Newark, N- J. Police, LiJorch 6,* 1932, 
and later to the Jersey City, N. J. Police. Under date of April 11, 1932 
he was turned over to the United States Immigration authorities v.s z 
violator of tho Imni^ation Laws - "Illofial Entry". He was subsuquontly 
deported. 
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Throughout the period from his arrest at V/est Hartford, Ocrd, 
to his deportation, the Kcw Jersey State Police arranged to be kept ft 
rinforned as to the <de-.city of all persons visiting Johrison, particullr- 
ly attorneys, bond Fine n r^nd o-her non-re Intives. However, -this watch

Fincerprints of Johnson were farv.arded to the Identification 
Unit of this Division, shortly prior to M-irch 11, 1932, and also forwarded 
to the police departments of C3I0, Norway; Copenliagcn, Denmrvrk; Stockholni, 
Sweden; ScotXkind Yard, j-^i^^land, and Vienna, Austria, Tho Division v;us 
subsequently ndvised hy those authoriti s that their ro cords did not 
reflect any previous criminul record of Johnson, 



Johnson's brother, Fred, and Catherine Dondaroski , both 
residents cf 69 22 Seventh Avenue, Brooklyn, N. y,, and Edith Thompson, 
406 Ditmas Avenue, Brooklyn, K. Y. friends of Fred, were -tuestioncd by 
the New Jersey State Police during the latter' s investi£:ation of Johnson's 
activities. 



Considerable investifTition was conducted by the Seattle and 
San Francisco Division Offices, and by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
^_ relative to the allegation of one Douclas M, Stuart of Vancouver, B. C. 
to the effect that Johnson, Betty Gow, Mr* and Mrs. Oily ^Thatoly and 
Dr. John F. Condon had associated with Fred V. Short aliJis Karl J. 
Frederick alias iYedcrick J. Earl, a gambler, at Vancouver, B. C. during 
1929 and 1930 and that Short during the latter part of 1950 discussed the 
possibility of kidnaping the Lindbergh baby. The invcstif etion disproved 
these allegations and indicated that Stuart was either unbalenc'.d or 
actuated by Bp Icon against Short who hud failed to repay a loan frcK 
Stuart • 
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On Sunday, Warch 6, 1932, -when Morris Rosner and Robert 
Thayer were answering telephones at the Lindbergh home, a telegram was"*' 
received addressed to Colonel Lindbergh as follows: 

**Communi cate with me at once regarding your boy*s 
lAiereabouts; for further particulars telephone 
Harlem 7-1147 {aimed) Hot. Berritella." 



The sender of this telegram was later found to be 
Reverend Peter J.' Berritella of 164 West 127th Street, Nev.- York City, 
When aosnef was shown the tclograra, he conciunicatcd with Berritella 
▼ia telephone and asked him to como rifrht doro to Hoper/ell. Berritella 
was instructed to take a train to Princeton Junction vmort he would be 
met by a representative of Colonel Lindbergh. About two o» clock in 
the afternoon, a mossogu was received from him advising that he ras 
in Princeton. Colonel Breckinridge and Morris Bosnor \7cnt to Princeton 
and mot Berritella and a Ulss Mary Cirri to of 335 Willis Avenue, Nct; 
York City, who was with him. Berritella explained that ho t7as a 
spiritualist minister, end that Miss Cirri to was a "medium" and ex- 
pressed ^ sieh to bo taken to the Lindbergh home; whore Mary Cirri to 
could sit in the nursery from which the baby had boon taken. They 
wore told by Colonel Brockinridgo that on account of the physicul 
condition of fjrs. Lindbergh, they could not be taken to the house, 
and ho took them to a hotel roc»n in Princeton. Llary asked that she 
be seated in the same position as if she V7crc in the btiby's room 
facing north- Berritella opened the soanco by reading a (iiaptcr 
of the bible Trtiich emphasized that ono cannot serve tno masters - 
•*must love the one and hato the other, or cloavt; to one end despise 
the other,** Ke repeated the Lord's prayer and made sane motions 
to place Mary in an alleged trance, which to Colonel Breckinrid^^e, 
appeared to be "spiritualistic nonsense," but he and Rosfier affected 
to fall entirely into the spirit of the occasion. 

Mary claimed to be a "medium" for the soul of her 
departed husband, Uichael Joseph. She stated that there was "too 
much police and too much publicity in the case;** that the baby was 
in an unpainted house four end a half miles northeast of the Lindbergh 
home; (according to infonuation recently furnished this office by 
Colonel Breckinridge, she stated four and a half miles "northwest" 
of- the Lindbergh hooo* However, it is noted that more thjan two 
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months later the baby*8 body was found about four and a half miles 
southeast of the Lindber^ home) that the baby was in a room with 
the windows high up looking out to the sun; that the occupants of 
the house were armed; that it would be a mistake to approach them 
as the baby would be killed and the occupants would resist. She 
stated that near the Lindbergh house was a tree which was broken 
off (Colonel Breckinridge states that there was such a tree in the 
rear of the house). Mary asked "if the light had broken through" 
cmd whether Colonel Lindbergh had received any message from the kid- 
napers, and she was told no message hnd been rocoiTcd. 

Colonel Breckinridge directed his efforts toward 
letting the two fatigue themselves with the "spiritualistic nonsense" 
and to get down to business if they had any. The spiritualistic 
language died out considerably and their conrersation bccamfc more 
matter of fact, Althou^ a letter had been received at Hopewell 
on March 4, 1932 from the kidnapers. Colonel Breckinridge denied the 
receipt of any message. He asked Mary when some word mieht be re- 
eoived and she said **two weeks." He replied "Tv/o weeks will be too 
late. There are two things of no use, one is to return a live baby 
to a dead mother and the other to send back the dead baby to a live 
mother, "^She exclaimed "Jesus Christ, we are innocent people. He 
know nothing about the baby and can only tell you whet the spirits 
tell us," Colonel Breckinridge suggested that she had better have 
the spirits hurry up and she said "Wo can't give ordors to the spirits, 
but we might pray and when we pray hard enough the light may break 
through." He aaked her when, and she said »Terhaps by next Saturday," 
to 1*1 ich Colonel Breckinridge replied that that would be too late as 
the mother might be dead. 

Berri telle stated that he too sometimes had received 
messages from spirits and that he would try, making some unexplained 
motions. The seance ended by an emphatic request from Colonel Breckinridge 
for quick action. 



At one point in the seance, Colonel Breckinridge was told 
that he was wasting his time at the Lindbergh home in Hopewell, and that 
he should be at his office every morning at nine o'clock, to which he 
replied that that was pretty early, but they stated he had "better be 
there," 
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• railroad station at Princeton, N. J. Berritella asked if their rail- 
road tickets were good at that station, explaining that he had arrived 
at the station at Prir.ceton Junction, a few miles fron Princeton. Col. 
Breckinridge told thorn that the tickets were good only fron Princeton 
Junction. Berritella siatt:d "they boufiit us round trip tictets from 
Princeton Junctioji," Colonel Breckinridge agrood to pay the sraall 
additional anount for the faro from Princeton to Princeton Junction 
and Berritella declined saying that Uttiterial things ixant nothing; 
that the spirit meant ovcrythine and he again repeated "they bought 
us round trip tickets to tho Junction.** 

On the next (^ny, March 7, 1932, a letter vas mailed in 
Kcw York addressed to (Jolonel Breckinridge at his office, 25 Broadv.-ay, 
enclosing a cocinunication for Colonel Lindbergh. This letter has been 
identified as one of the letters from tho kidnapers , bt;ing in the sojsic 
handwriting and bearing the same secret sjinbols as the ran son note 
left in the nursory whon tho baby was stolen. This letter v/as in 
substance a repetition of the letter mailed by the kidnapers from 
Brooklyn, New York and received by Colonel Lindbergh at Kopowcll on 
March A, ^Z2r In addition, the letter received at the office of 
Colonel Breckinridge contained a statcracnt of possible significance 
in relation to Colonel Breckinridge's statement to Berritella that 
no message had b«en received, namely, that they knew the police TTcre 
interfering with the private mail of Colonel Lindbergh and that their 
^ letter to Colonel Lindbergh frcm Brooklyn had been intercepted. 

The report of Special jigent Frank J, Wilson, Intellitrence 
Unit, Treasury Department, dated November 11, 1933, reflects that 
about the middle of April, 1932, investigation was conducted to as- 
certain the character and reputation of Berritella, his activities 
and his associates, as it was then suspected that he might have beer* 
sent to Princeton on March 6, 1932 by tho persons involved in the 
crime, and it was desired that the real purpose of his visit be 
determined. The services of three underworld characters, Owney 
Madden, Solvatore Spitale and Irving Bitz, were used to get inroraiation 
concerning Berritella and Uary, and rhon Owney Iiiaddon talkod to them 
the only statement he secured was that the spirits had prompted them 
to go to Hopewell. After Uadden, Spitale and Bitz had failed in 
their efforts. Colonel Breckinridge discussed tho matter with Special 
Agents Wilson and Madden of the Intelligence Unit, Treasury Dcpartnc a # t 
and it was considered as a clue of importance. It is understood th« 
Berritella was subsequently questioned by representatives of the llev 
York Police Department, vho had chocked up on his activities but that 
he convinced them ho had no connection with the cusc. ^ / f 
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According to Agent Wilson's report, it was found that 
Peter J. Berritella conducted a shoe repair shop at Union City, 
N» J. for several years previous to taking up his residence In New 
York City, wiich was about 1929. He bore a £;ood reputation in 
Union City, according to discreet inquiries made at the Post Office 
and other points. He took over the place at 164 Eust lS7th street, 
New York City, referred to as his church, about 1931. It is a very 
small store In an old tenement building in a section of Karl em 
inhabited by Italians and colored people. He bought the furniture 
in the store at that time frca Mr. J, Hummcll, cho had conductod 
the place for a few years and who moved to his foruer home at 
Schuylkill ilaven. Pa, Huomell died In Schuylkill Haven early in

Store or church, Berritella was given a reduced rate because of 
boing a minister. The credit files of tho telephone company 
indicated that he was ordained at Newark, Not/ Jersey in December, 
1931. 

For about one year, Itery Cirri to held herself out as 
a medium operating from the second floor of 335 Willis Avenue, Bronx, 
New York City. She gave up this place about July 1, 1932, at vrhich 
time she^arried Berritella, The marrieco was perfomed at City 
Hall, New York City, and they lived together at 524 Et^st 114th 
Street. Mary Cirri to is related to Vincent Valentine, contractor, 
residing at 1361 Findlay Avenue, Bronx. 

Berritella has a brother who lives in Yonkers, where 
he conducts a retail grocery store. Ho also has another brother, 
John, who, ho told a friend, was a taxi cab driver and he is now 
living at 166 Mbnhattan Avenue, Brooklyn, New York. Ho?;over, in- 
spection failed to disclose his naae . A savings bonk account of 
Berritella was located (name of bank not given in A^ent Wilson's 
report) ifeich was opened on March 7, 1932, the day after he visited 
Hopewell, with a deposit of $35, He made a few later deposits 
averaging $25, but the larfjest balance found was about $250. 
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On October 5, 1933. Lieutenant Keaton of the New Jersey 1 
State Police and Special Af;«nt Wilson interviewed Hans Eugene TTaldefliiaier, 
(address not given) at the office of the Intelligence Unit, Kew Yorlc 
City, it having been 'developed that Waldonmaier was acquainted with 
Berritella, but Tias v.z^ th^n frlc;ndly tc him or hia wife. Wcldenmaier 
stated that Borritcllii or hia wife hod recently made sane small in- 
vestment a in stork thrcu{_> T7t^rthcim & Cranrany and that Berritella 
has a brother wh-^ is a taxi driver. Berritella receives his income 
from patrcns who visit his church for readincs and also by practice 
as a divine power healer. He treats patients at the church and at 
their homes. He is fifty years old, bom in Italy; his father's 
name was Bernard, 'and his mother's name was Josephiile. He is about 
5*7** tall sihd weighs about 160 pounds. He does not own or operate 
an automobile.

Specimens of the writing of Berritella and Mary Cirrito 
were secured and submitted to the Bureau of Standards. 

In view of the possibility of some connection with the 

foregoing:, it is noted that on March 21, 1933, Mr. Al runlap, publisher 
of the "Detective," exhibited to Special At;ent in Charf;e Purvis of the 
Chicago ftfCioe, a portion of a letter referring to the Lindbergh kid- 
naping end extortion ease, ihieh he had received from the magazine 
"Startling Detective Adventures,** 529 South 7th street, Minneapolis, 
Minn., reading as follows: 

" There were no gangsters in it. Two men and 

several women all of them 'spicks', still dwelling 
in the Spanish-Ne£;ro section of Harlem. Harlem, 
incidentally is where most of the ransom money has 
boon found. 

The principals in tho case have been up all night 
for the past three nights with Secret Service men, 
who finally foiind one of the womt^n who talked. Gone 
of tho original suspects freed were in on It, as 
was tho one. suicide. 

If tho father doesn't interfere this tir»e, the 
Government will send thorn all to Jail."

The report of Special Agent Frank J. Wilson, intelligence 
Unitp Treasury Departnent, dated November 11, 1933, indicates that he 
in cooperation with- the New Jersey State Police, conducted investigation 
relative to Enrico Gerardi, alias Joe, alias Frank Jerome; his demented 
wife, and his stepson, Charles Maran. 

n'^ The body of the Lindbergh baby was found rithin a few 

hundred feet of the samll house owned by Charles Schopfel near Hopewell 
and when X^As individual was located and (questioned ho informed Agent 
Wilson that he rented his house in the summer of 1931 to charier. i!iaran 
of 1£31 Walton Avenue, Ne;? York City, who for a fe^? aonths occupied 
the house with his mother, who was deaiented, and his step-father, an 
Italian, named "Joe", who, it was later developed, was Snrico Gerardi. 
The Gerardis were located at Ridgefield park, Nevj Jersey, and although 
the report of Wilson does not give the address, It apt ears xrobable 
that they were then living at the address given in the nuTrspapor re- 
ports. Ridgofiold Fork is situated about five miles from tho :.:orro;7 
home in ^^slwrood. whoro the Lindbergh family 7?as residing T7hen I.&r&n 
and the others took up thoir residonco at Ridgofiold lark. 7:ilson*s 
report shows that tho three movod to a small farm near Rockland, !:e. 
in the sunmor of 1931, which point is not far distant from l!orth 
Haven, Maine, whore the Lindbergh baby spent tho sucncr of 1931. Agent 

OBiployment in Soptcinbor, 1932 and it is noted by the pross reports 
that thoy likewiso have no gainful employmont at tho prosont tiKo. 
Agont Wilson further reports that after investigation of the activities 
of those individuals nothing was devoloped to establish thoir connection 
with tho kidnaping. 

Tho various ffovr York newspapers on January 10, 1934, 
published artielos concoming tho arrost at Ridgefield Fr.rk, Kcw Jersey, 
of Josoph Gomrdi clic-s Corordi and his allogod housokjcpcr, l-T-ry Griffin 
aliao Wiry Griffin Wilson, age 35, said to have blon with Corardi about 
four months. Those individuals wore arrestod by the K^ickonscck , 1J,J. 
police on January 9, 1934, charged with false imprisonment, alloGcdly 
having hold Gerardi's wife a prisonor in Q sncli room for appiDximritcly 
two years.

The New York Times on January 10, 1934 statod that 
Gerardi livod near Hopowoli, N.J. about two yoars ago in a smell 
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house Doar tho spot ishero tbo corps o of the Lindtorgh ttx^'-j wfis found,' 

policQ end iQtwT roloas^-l. «\pparontly cleared of suspicion. The 
reports indicate this indiv.Vdu::^! lived ct Hopcwoll undor the narao 
of Gorardi and that his prcsont rosidenco aodress is 585 Teanock 
Hoad, Aidgofield Park, K-J- According to the newspaper rojorts, 
the arrests were causcsd by Mrs, Gorardi ♦s sister, Mrs. lot tic 
Rogonstrlof, 1161 Shakospearo Avanuc, tho Bronx, New York City, Mrs. 
Gerard i was found locked in a small room at the Ridgofield lark address 
and was entirely nude and woiehod only fifty pounds. ' Kor physical 
condition wns'rsported as serious nnd shs was' sc;id to bo coi-ipletQly 
out of hor mind, Tho woinon is being treated by Dr. Gilr.dy, county 
physician at tho Bergen rint>s County Hospital. Mrs. Begenstrief 
InforiDod report ors that her sister was well educe ted and could speak 
numerous languages, including Gentian, and tb'.t she xjus divorced 
ton years ago from a Now York lawyer named Joseph ?lc;ran, nnd had a 
son by hiio who is now 22 years of ago. Thj son Charles It.ran is 
supposed to bo living in Now York. News reports stated that Gerard i 
had a safety deposit box in a New York hank. However, whon opened 
by tho pollcs-ft© thing was found in it. 

The Hidgefiold Park address conoistod of a four room 
Qpartmont above a stable on a piece of property kno\7n as the old 
Barnes Estate. According to newspapers, neighbors sgt; Cero.rdi and 
c his wife move into this address about two yoars ago, at which time 
li5rs. Gorardi appeared to be In good health. ?!rs. Rcgonstrief 
allegedly informed tho police that Gercrdi threatened to "bu^mj: hor 
off" if sho told anyone of tho fact that Mrs. Gerard i was locked up 
in tho foom. }J!rs. Regor.striof also Inforood the polico that Ger&rdi 
insufod his wife's life for $1C,0C0 a nuntcr of years ago. One 
newspaper article states that tho housekeeper's mi don name was 
ISiry Griffin and her irarriage naino Wilson. From avallf.tlo infornntion 
Gerardi is 34 years of age, was formerly a middleweight fighter and 
has used the following names: Bnrico Gorardi; Joseph Gercrdi; Joseph 
Cerardi; Enrico Geradi; Joseph Geradi; Carmelli Cerardi; Canoolli 
Gerard i and Frank Jerome. This individual's occupation is givon 
by one newspaper as ••bootblack" although tho housekeeper informed 
police sho did not know hor employer's occupation and as far as she 
knew he had no way of earning a living. The police are presently 
endeomring to locate Charles Maran for questioning in connection 
[ith the false imprisonment charge, photographs of the housekeeper 
id Gerardi are contained in a clipping from the Jersey Journal, Jan- 
iry 11, 1934 In the Now York file. 
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It Is noted that Gerardi and his associates lived near 
the Lindberghs on three different occasions, and in three different 
localities. Arp«irently they have no gainful employment, and, further, 
they lived at one time close to the spot vhere the baby's bo&y was 
found. Also, Gerardi and Iteran apparently are natives of the sronx, 
New York City, where the ransom negotiations in the Lindbergh case 
were carried on. .Kirs. Gerardi *s sister, ?!rs. Lottie Regenstriof, 
and the wai; veteran, CharlesSchopfel, who owned the small house 
near where the body was found, may ts fruitful sources of information 
regarding the 'activities of these individuals. The New York office 
is not in possession of the address of Charles Schopfel, the sane 
not having been given in Agent Wilson *b report. 



It is noted further that one of the formfjr tenants of 
the Plymouth Apartments, 537 West 149th Street, New York City, vras 
xAmed W. L* Griffin, and zoay possibly be related to Gurtardi's house- 
koeper, Mary Griffin. Also, or.o Ellzateth FAiran formorly lived at 
504 West^49th Street from whoro sho moved on Novontor 13, 1931 to 
217 East 86th Street, Now York City. 

Tho Now York Division offico was advised by Corporal 
Horn of the Now Jorsoy Stato Police that his organization did not 
look upon Gorardi I ot ul us suspects in this case.

Boancn claimod thrA ho h'd boon employed by a tootlcgccir nr.ned 
Jack Bonnet alias Joromo frioyors, r.nd sevor^;! of his brothurs, for tho 
period Janu'ry 1, 1932 to Pobrunry 12, 1932, and thit the Bonnet brothers 
had cvn office^ at 70 ^cst 46 th Stroot, Not; York City, where thoy opor-.tod

Bosntm furthyr clr.irnod that on 
January 15, 1932, Jack Bonnot alias Lbyors roquostod hln to nr.kc a 
ladder to consist of throo sections of sovon fcjt oach, Ho'^vcvor, thr.t 
be did not construct tho ladder, but nade a drr.wing fron Y/Uich it miglit 
bo made* Bosmnn stated ho did not know whether the ladder was over 
constructod. Bosmrm sVitod that in tho oarly part of yabrur.ry, 1932, 
ho heard Hi^-ehins and Jack Bonnot spoak of *'Jafsio'*, ^*Rd also hoard 
Bonnet toll Hutchins that ho was to drive the car with the baby. Bosnr.n

Jack and Robert B. Bonnet hod a bcsoncnt rontod undor a real 
estate corporation nomo, at 72 Wost 46 Struct, New York City, 
prior to, up to and of tor liarch 1st, 1932 for wholosalo whiskey 
distribution. Also thoy had a fuixishod apcrtr.wnt fron 1929 or 
duping "1929, possibly l^tor, at 69 'Sost 55th Street, i:ov: York City, 
under the name of Jack Bonnot. rSx Hassel war. thoir scurn^ of 
supply of whiskey in hir, quantity purchases, which thoy in turn 
distributed to purchasers in scalier quiintiti'js , 

In January, 1932, Jack and Robert e. Bonnet r^rtad a plLCo from 
a Bohemian family just off Sound View i.vo., S^^- t Bronx r.j;ir 
Oollogo Point, New York City, for a whiskey cutting plant. 

It was Dr. Condon's nophow or noar r.. lative, who worked for

Following are dos crip t ions of Jack and Robort 3* Bonnet or 
Bsnnott, ••Lofty'*, ••Gus'* (allogod rolativo of Condon), all furnished by 
Domann, and a description of tho Robort Hudson socurod from tho Tulsa, 
Okla.

JOHN GORCH and WALTER GR^Y 
(Both with aliases) 



On October 84, 1933, pursuant to the receipt by the Boston, ISiss. 
Police Department of an anonyniDus letter, Detective Serjeant Tieman ar.d 
Detective William Bonner, at 19 Garrison St., Boston, ?.&ss. arrested John Gorch 
and Evelyn Klimasefska, on a charge of being suspicious persons. They were both 
taken to Boston Police Headquarters, and on that date g warrant was issued at 
Boston charging Gorch with having obtained $3500 by fraud on or about Jtorch 25, 
1933, from Rose GinabOrg, of Brighton. Mass. At the time of Gorch 's arrest, he 
had on his persfcn $585 in bills of five, ten and one hundred dollar 
denominations. An eximinatlon of this currency indicated that none of it had 
been paid as ransom in the Lindbergh case. Immediately upon tho arrest of Gorch 
and after the New Jersey State police had bocomo eogciztint of it, ho vi-.G intjr- 
vlewed by a detective from that organization in connection with the Lindbergh 
case. It appeared that prior to the date of Gorch's crrcst, he was involved in 
a possible impersonation case in Neward, N.J. with another rnan of rolish extrac- 
tion, whose name at this writir-g lo not known to this office, -t is stated, 
however, that this unknown individual had becono aggrieved, subsequent to his 
arrest, becauSQ^of tho fact that Gorch had managed to make his escapo. From the 
Newark City Jail, where this individual was confined, ho yroto an anonymous let- 
tor, which he later admitted was his, to tho Boston, ftiss. Felice stating th::t: 
**a yoar ago tho said John Gorch was looked for by the New York Stite pclico in 
connection with tho kidnapping of Lindbergh's baby, and that is why ho noved to 
Boston.--** As a result of this letter, tho polica predicated their listing of 
Gorch as a possible suspect in this case. Gorch, in his activities, confined 
chiefly to **Confidenco gTmos" in No^ York City and elsewhere has used tho fol- 
lowing aliases:

When questioned by agents of the Division at Boston on Octciber 
26, 1933, Gorch made a written stateoent, in which he alleged tbat on three 
difiOrent occasions while at Nsw YOrk City during the luOiith of February, 1933, 
he heard one Walter Gray, one Mickey, one Jack and one Bennie discussing 
wayn and moans of making money by kidnaping cort&in persons, among whom was 
mentioned tho Lindbergh baby* Gorch furthor statod that throo or four days 
prior to tho kidnaping ho drove Gray to a point on tho Lincoln Highway in the 
Tlclnity of Trenton, N. J- whop© at a rostaurtnt Oray mot sovorol men who 
occupied two parked cars, one of which bore a Kor: Jorsuy license plato. Gorch 
wus unable to idontify tho men* in his above stutoznent Gorch furthor alleged

\ While Gorch was questioned by Division ager.ts at Boston, 0peclneni 

of his handwriting were obtained and forwarded to the Division laboratories at 
Washington for appropriate examination. It seemed from an examination of theso 
specimens and eofflparison with the Lindbergh ransom notes that Gorch could 
possibly hove beon the writer of them, Further specimens of Gorch 's handwriting 
woro roquoated. An ojcimination of Oorch's handvrritins wr,s also m:ido by 
Bnsdwritihg Export Albort D« Osbom who declared in his roport& 

"Tho writing of Qorch shows charge tsristica of ono vrho hr*s 
learned to write in Europe, and theroforo h::.s sono connoction 
Ifith tho Lindbergh lottors, H&^ovcr, the many differences 
indicate, I bcliovc, that this similririty is norcly ono 
resulting from the foruign habits in his vrriting -ind the foreign 
habits in tho Lindbergh writing. I do not bolievo thJro is 
any roal connection botwson his writing r\nd that in the 
Lindbergh Letters." 

It was learned from Gorch that for short period in the spring of 
1932 ho rosidod at 504 Wost 149th struct. Keti York City, in order to fticilitate 
tho contomplatod swindle of a woman residing at sr^id address. 

Investigation at this addross duvelopod that Gorch occupied a 
furnished room thoro for two wcoks in Dcconbor, 1951, and r*lso from ?Iarch"6, 192 
after which ho rathor hurriedly left. It has been previously shOTm in this ro- 
port that a stolon automobile was cbandonod on March 2, 1932 in front of 515 
West 149th Stroot and that an unknown person ncdo an oxchango of 02,&8C of the 
ransom money and gave an addross of 537 W. I49th Street, Thoco .".ddrcssos , and 
that whoro Gorch formerly lived, aro all within a few doors of oach other. In- 
vestigation to dato, howovor, has not dovolopod a connection botwcon any of then 
It has boon further noted that ono Elizabeth Ji;ran rosidod at the seme address 
whoro Qorch livod, l.o., 504 W. 149th, up to Docomber 1931. At tho Frcsonx time 
it is not known whether Elizakoth liaran is related to tho Joseph Ifcrcn, mention- 
od as a suspect in tho section of this report entitled : "Subjects and Suspects; 
Enrico Gorardi and Joseph Titiran.**

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^' A thorough questioning of Svelyn Klimasefska ir.dlcated that 

she had no probable connection with the Lindbergh case and no information could 
be obtained fiom her which would indicate that she knew anything of Gorch's 
possible connection rlth-thls case. Gorch was released by Boston, Ibss. 
authorities or IforevteT 14, 1933 and returned to Philadelphia, Fa. to ans^rer 
alleged extortion ehargee there. Evelyn Klimasef ska , his mistress, Tras 
discharged at Boston on the same date, and placed on probation. On January 19, 
1934 the case against Gorch at Philadelphia, pa. was nolle pressed, 
and he pas released to the Kewark, N.J* authorities for pros cent ion on two 
warrants, and he is presently held in Ne^Tnrk In default of bond. There are 
also detainers "bgainst Gorch from Uott York City and Ossining, N.Y. 

Subsoquont invGstigntlon at iJou York indicated thct Gorch and 
Gray with non^ othor ass6cicttoB had boon perpetrating roal estate swindles, 
with women as victims, in tho east. A counterfeiting violation on the part 
of Gray was discovered in Brooklyn, N.Y. Considerable data concerning the 
activities and histories of both Gray and Gorch, together uith their associates, 
were obtained* Safety deposit boxes of Grey and Gorch nere located at the ra- 
tional fiity Bank, Ne^;: York City. Upon being opened each box rns found to con- 
tain no thlng^ut -empty envelopes, inquiry llkeTrise shonei the possible exis- 
tence of such persons referred to by Gorch as Mickey, Bennie and Jack, end 
Indicated that these names might be the names of three individuals presently 
residing at the president Hotel, l^eu York City. No evi donee has been obtained 
to link any of tho partioa loentloned above ^ith the Lindbergh caso. Gorch 
L lived at 504 West 149th Street from I&rch 6 to Jferch 20, 1932, but is unknoTOi 
at 537 West 149th Stroot, Now York City. Subfsoquent to the return of Gorch to 
the Philadolphla, Fa. authorities ho was questioned by agents of this Division 
as well as ropresentativos of tho Wow Jorsey Stato Police and Nc-.t York City 
police Department at which time ho repudiated tho statanont nado by him at 
Boston on October 26; 1933 and gave as his roason for such repudiation thct his 
statement of October 26th was dosignod for no othor purpose than to hcvo tho 
author! tios plicc Gray undor arrest slnco ho. Gorch, suspected that tho 
anonymous lettar written to tho Boston polico which fumishod tho basis of his 
arrest vras tho work of oithor Gray or his wife or both. NotTrithstanding this 
repudiation, ho^rover, this anglo of tho Investigation will roccivo further 
invostigativo iit tent ion. Gray has not yet boon located for questioning and the 
New York and F'liladolphia and Boston Division offices hnvo boon ongr.god in 
efforts to locate him. Ho is proso*ntly bollevod to be driving a 1933 Pont lac 
4-door Sedan, motor number 927148, serial 809562, which he regis torod in 
Kow York City in Juno, 1933, under tho wuno of Waltor G. Nova ok. A ♦TVantoJ"

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H'ts handwriting was compared tith the ransom notes by the Division L'iborr.tory 
with the resultant opinion thct "the specimen of the handwriting of Walter 
Cray is*^not sufficiently similar to the extortion letters to Indic.te th:it 
the handwriting in the extortion letters is his.

On Kovember 16, 1933, an individual who gave his nane as Gerald 
Buccbo).z appeared at the branch of the corn Exchange Bank Trust Company, located 
at 29th Street and Fourth Avenue, New York City, and infornisd the mar^ger that 
he desired to open an account, and upon the account being accepted he made an 
initial deposit of $2,000 in cash comprised of l#5C and i^lOC bills. When filling 
out hie signature card in the presence of the manager, Buccholz gave his resi- 
dence address as 3021 Briggs Ave,, Bronx, New York City, and remarked "Every- 
body knows where this address is because It is right in back of Dr. Condones 
n*%t house, the »Jafsie» of the Lindbergh case." Buccholz gave a business address ol 

55 West 42nd Street, Jlew York City. The manager of the- bank recalled that Buc- 
cholz hodgod a1? the time of opening his account as to his first name and left 
the i^ressiOn that ho uses the naraos of Gerald and Samuel Bucchalz. After Bue- 
cbolz deposited the 02,000 ho put his hand in his pocket stating, sicultc^neousl^i 
that ho had somo $5 bills ho would liko to doposit, but on second thought stated 
"No, I will keep thoso for my personal usos." Tho manager of the bank further 
rocolloctod that Buccholz vtus introduced at tho bank on tho date in question by 
one David Romyn, who has an account at tho bank, and is siid to bo n close as- 
sociate and friond of Dr. Loo Buorgor of 275 Contral Pc,rk Wost, No-.7 York City. 
Dr, Buerger is a well kno'^ and wealthy physician in Now York and ho also had 
on account at the bank. Tho managor of tho bank further advised tYicit Dr. 

some timo. It wxa tho holicf of tho managor that Ilr. and ilrs. iX-vid Homyr: make 
their residonco with Dr. Buorgor at 275 Contral Park Wost. Tho GinaS'-'r of the- 
bank suspected Buccholz qs a whiskey cutter or bootloggor, possibly in pr.rtncr- 
c ship with Romyn in tho oporation of a chain of liquor stores throughout Great- 
er Now York. In vio'.7 of this suspicion and tho statoijonts of Buccholz with re- 
gard to Dr. Condon, tho nnnagjr formed tho opinion that Buccholz might hivG had 
soma connection with the Lindbergh case, nnd consequently, on Docembor 7, 1933, 
reported the matter to a Division Spocif.l Agent who wr.3 at the tank checking up 
on a §5 Lindbergh rojisom bill which had bci^n discovurod, lihich bill, hQ"??'jvor, 
was not traced to any of the individuals abovo mentioned. 

A photograph of ono Louis Buckhouso nlir.s Buccholz, Now York 
City Police Dopartmcnt No. B-46C43 wr.s exhibited to jr.nngcr Burch of tho Com 
Exchange Bank, who stated that samo roscmbled the Corald Buccholz ;7ho opcnod 
the oecount but ho could not be positive of his idcntif ic:;tion. 

In viow of this suspicious e ire urns tan cos surrounding Buccholz, 
Manager Burch docidcd to wctch his r.c count and also thosj of David Pomyn and pr, 
Buerger. In going through tho cancelled vouchors at the bank, mnagor Rarch 
, eoDO across a chock dated November 21, 1933 drawn by Dr. Buorgor in the amount 

of $15 payable to ono William Faulknor. Tho chock boru tho ondorscmont of Wil- 
liam Faulknor and also of carl C. Christiansen, 4157 Edonhurst St., Los Angeles, 
Calif, 
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i The cancellation stamp on the check indicated that it had been cashed a tithe 
1 ' GXendale, Oalifomia branch of the fiank of Aioerica. K!&nairer Earch advlsid that 

Di^'Xeo Buerger during the year 1930 left New York City, and established 
off ices Jin the Wilshire MedioQl Building, Los Angeles. Investigation by the 
Kew York Police and the New York Division Office has not developed to date 
that William Faulkner had any connection with the Faulkner family who formerly 
resided at 537 West 149th Street, Itew York' City, or th^t he wus associated with 
Gerald fiuccholz. Investigation was conducted by the Los Ang51es Division 
Office, which developed that William Faulkner was c comnorciel gardener; bom 
in Ireland, and hod spent the last ton or twelve years in Los Angclos, people 
n*^ who knew William Faulkner stated that ho was honest and industrious, although 

not well oducntod, and 'that appcrontly at tho present timo ho hr.s r. verj' profit- 
able landscape gardoning business* Tho owner of tho houso occupied by 
William Faulkner and his wifo was positive th»*\t FcuUcncr had not boon awr.y from

Tho Addross to lo phono directory of Now York City end tho Bronx, 
lists a Gorald Bucholz, with an unpublished telephone, at 3021 Briggs Ave, 
the address given by Gorald Buccbolz at the Com Exchange Bank. The Briggs 
C Avenue address is between East 202nd Street and Mosholu pf\rlc.vry, Bronx, in 
tho noighborhood of Dr. Condones residence. The address tolophono directory 
also lists a Samuel Buccholz with an unpublishod telephone at 55 East 42nd 
Street, which is the business address given by Gerald Buccholz. ThvO' diroctory 
does not give the occupation or business of this individuril. It appocirs f-nirly 
definite, however, thit Samuel Buccholz of the Intter address and c^rild 
Bucholz of tho Briggs Avenue address are identical, it being noted thr.t the 
party wh<5 opened the bank account at tho Com Exchange fiaPik stated he ras knov/n 
both as Gerald and Sonuol Buccholz. 



Inquiry at the- address 55 West 4Snd Street, i;e-:j York City, which 
is a largo office building, many of tho tenants of which ere said to bo 
racketoers and gangsters, revealed that neither Gerald nor Somucsl Buccholz 
listed in tho building directory.

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' V*' Inquiry at the offices of the real estate compary which otos 'the 

offi<;e building in question revealed that an iEdividual by the name of 
Gerald Buckholtz leased fioom 022 on IJayll, 1933; the only reference given 
by Buckholtz was SiBon Uanges, 14 Sast 48nd Street, Ven Yortc City. The 
real estate company's records contain no information concerning Buckholt2 
except that he is in the insurance business* The cosxpany^s records contain 
absolutely zx> infonnation concerning the "Benjamin Jfeyer, Attomey-at-lAw", 
whose name appears on the door of the office leased by Buckholtz. infomation 
was received by the Now York office to the effect that Buccholz was ongagod 
in liquor activities' and possibly was associated with a nuxaber of well kno^i 
gamblers and ixicketeors of New York. However, this inforcttion has not boen 
checked as to reliability. 

Invoatigation as to Buccholz and tho othor individuals montionod 
heroin is etill ponding, the identity of Bonjomin Meyer not yet having boon 
doterminod.

Under date of August 3, 1935, the Director advised the New york 
Office that The Attorney General bad been Informed by Lieutenant-Governor 
M- William Bray, of New York State, that Charles W. Lynch, reporter. 
City News Branch of The Associated Press, possessed new infonsation in 
this case. It developed that .the infomation in question related to the 
participatic^ of the above mentioned suspects in this kidnaping and 
extortion as conmunicatod to Lynch by one John We lien alias Jack King 
alias John J. Clifford alias Jack Boberts, true name Emil Welienreiter, 
an ex- police informant. According to Wellen, during February 1932, while 
he was operating a garage at 152nd Street and Fark Avenue, New York City, 
known as the Park Control Garage, he was approached by John Delaney, 
Larry Vandetti, Carlo Valentine and Nick DeAugustina, described by 
him as cohorts of John Ross (or Kusso] , (alleged leader of a gang of 
Italian thugs and rackoteors operating in. and from New York City), 
' with the proposition that he parti cipato in a kidnaping; being planned 

by them aarthey desirod him (trellon) to act tho driver of the auto- 
mobile to bo used by tho kidnapers. According to Wellen he at firat 
indicated a willingness to join them but upon learning that their 
intended victim was Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, he desired to withdraw 
^ but the gang refused to permit hin to do so, Wellon states that during 

the latter part of Fetruury 1932 he accompanied members of this gang 
on Boveral trips to Somorville, Princoton, Blawonburg, Rocky Hill (where 
they had lunch or dinnor at a roudhouso) ,and Harlingen, N.J,, for tho 
purpose of familiarizing himself with the roads in said vicinity and to

GOidt)erg, a resident of Philadelphia, Pa., maintains q home 
for his wife and t-iwo daushters , Sylvia and Violet, and one son Bamey, 
in the vicinity of 52nd Street and Pine Street. He is a well kr.own 
bootlegger and rum-runner, reputed to be the head of one of the princival 
organizations of that nature operated off the Kerr Jersey and Virginia 
coasts. Until recently he operated several boats, the two principal 
ones being tjje "Sylvia" and the "Violet**, named after his trra daughters. 
Both of these boats wore built for him by tho ship yard at Norfoll-:, Va. 
then operated by John Hughes Curtis, with whom Goldbor^j is roputou to 
have been intimately associatod. 

During July and August 1933, Goldberg was incarco rated in the 
Duval County Jail, Jacksonville, ?la. , in tho atsoncc of bond in tho sun 
of ^100,000, a'TCltin^ trial on an indictDont char{Jilv^ conspiracy to 
violate the IJational prohibition ACt. At that tine there worj t770 other 
indictments ponding against him, one at Korfollc, Va. and the othor at 
Baltimoro,'T»&'. , both charging conspiracy to violate tho National prohibi- 
tion Act.

Goldberg ns^s first brought to the attention of this Division 
in tho instant matter, as a result of a letter to the Director dr. ted 
April 18, 1933 from S. T. Hanson, 435 West CVk .wVunuc, V.'ildvrood, ::.J. 
It was subsoqujntly dovulopod that Hanson, soiae tiaio previously, had b^-cn 
employed by Goldberg as n pilot for one of tho If^ttor's rum-rur.r;ir.5 
vessels. Hansen* e luttor was to tho ef?^oct that ho possossod ir.foma- 

Singularly onough while tho investigation of this complaint ur.s in 

progress and prior to being called upon to run out loads in its territory 
tho Jackson/illo Offieo received a oomplnlnt alleging pCirticipation by 
Goldberg in the Instant kidnaping. App^^rontly this latter complriint 
wos entirely unrelated to tho coopluint of Hanson. 
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Hansen *s inforaation was to the effect that under date of .| 
... October 28, 1932, while passing the Reading terminal station in i* 
Philadelphis, he net one ♦^ill", other name unknown, who had been in 

Goldberg's employ during the period of Hanson's employriDnt by Goldberg; 
that upon iaouiring of Will as to the, then, wheroabouta of Goldberg, 
he was informed by Will that Goldberg had plenty of mDnoy with which 
to hide out and evudo arrest r.a he (Goldberg) « was in on the Lindbcrch 
kidnaping and was the man to whom "Jafsie** (John F. Condon) pissed the 
ncnoy over the fence". 

Investigation at Philadolphia , and inquiry of George Gordon, 
alleged foi^ior chauffeur for Goldberg, failod to identify anyone, 
employed or associated with Goldborg, as boaring tha naix or sobriquet 
of "Will"; however, it was asccrt*iinod that Hanson on :.Firch 6, 1931 
••was taken for q ride" by Goldborg and Gordon, wac bodly hoc ton and 
shot, and left for dead by thorn, and consequently is very bitter tooard 
Goldberg. 



The information referred to as having boon received at the 
Jacksonville Office, was furnished by one »;r.lter Hayos, then a 
cell-iaatc of Goldborg in tho Duval County prison at Jccksonvillc, Fla. 
Hayes entered a plea of guilty to violation of tho National :.:otor 
Tohicle Thoft Act, July 20, 1933, and V7ns sentenced to serve eighteen 
months in tho U.S. Penitentiary at Atlanta, He subsoquontly volunteered 
information to Special Agont r,a. Alt to tho offoct that ;7hilc occupy- 
ing the coll with Goldborg, the latter, who according to Hoyos could 
neither road nor write, had Hayes and another prisoner, one Howard T. 
Conn (subsequently returned to Washington, D.C on perjury chargas), 
write his lettors and road bis mail. Hayes stated that in addition to 
letters to and from his family, Goldberg corresponded with one Helen 
Walsh, rlaza Hotel, Now York City, and ;rith a vroraun in Ke,7 York 
designated only as "chippy", who was addressed c/o Holen 77nlsh; that in 
one letter to ••Chippy", Goldberg cautioned her to instruct "John" to 
remain in tho West End until further instructions wore received from 
him, and subsequently Intimated to Hayes that ho (Goldberg) wanted 
"John" to remain in hiding becauao a BtJj^artctent of Justice agent 
(Prohibition A*<ont) had recently questioned him (Goldberg) relative 
to the Lindbergh kidnaping. Huyos also statod that on one occasion 
Goldberg informed him that at one tirao he "got plenty of money ovfcr 
the fence" which to Bay as indicated that Goldberg might have been 
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the man to whom John F. Condon paid the ransom money. 

- With reference to the reliability of Hayes, Special Agent Alt 
adriaes that when originally quest ionei relative to the auto theft for 
which he was sontoncod, Hayes lied constantly tiritii reference to the 
violation, his past life and other mottors, but that boforo arraicnriGnt 
ho retracted ail theso statcmonts and told tho truth in every instanco. 

Goldborg was subsoquontly Interviewed in tho Duval County Jail, 
Jacksonville, Fla., and positively denied any knowledge of tho Lirdbergh 
kidnaping and^nurder. 

Recently tho rhiladolpfaia Office conducted furtht-T invojti^a- 
tion with a view to determining the identity of the »*;vill" referred to 
by Hanson, and of thn "John" rofcrrod to by liayos; also of othor known 
associates of Qoldborg, and us a result furnishod tho Nov? York Office 
with photographs of Samuol Goldborg with uliasos; Edv.'fjrd H. Doe alias 
"John"; George Wallaco alias "John"; Gillian Rapp alias "Gc^nns"; 
Ix)uis Brodsky; Hurry JJ^.nkin; David Ck)ldii3an; Harry rUllor alias !!Drris 
Vemekoff alias tMrray 'JTomor r.lias }:iarr:iy Trusdalo and Sam 'Vernckoff 
alias ToristTaTo, Those photoeraphs were displayed to John F. Condon ltd 
pronounced by him not to contain a likeness of "John". 

Goldberg is reputed to too a brag-^art and one irjclir.cjd to attroct 
attention to himself by fanciful stories of his exploits. Inform-ant 
Bansen is frankly bitter against Goldberg;. Ko inforraatior. is listed

Invostigation established that Roilly >7?.s ^.co.ur.intod 
with an attorney named Hochhsimer and also with an Al Dyor, whoso 
true naiDB wus Albort Tropanior, and that Reilly and Dycsr ner^- on 
unfriendly terms over an automobile transaction. Investigation 
further developed that Al Dyer ali.'is Trepan ior, on I.f:rch 4, 1932 
was in BoTtO^ Beach, Florida. Shortly thereafter Bycr 7?as located 
by Agents of the Jacksonvillu Division office and intervio-./od with 
reforonce to tho abovo montionod -.Tir'js nddr-jssod to the Dirc;ctor 
at tho Benjamin Franklin Hotel in Philadelphia. Dyer dojr.iod being 
in New York City on Itorch 4, 1932, and further denied any kno-vledgc 
of tho telegrams sunt to the Director on that date. Dy>?r admitted 
his true mmo was Albert Trepanior, and denied knowlodso of any 
ono else using the alias of Al Dyer, which ho t.ssuinod ?.bout eight 
years previously because of soma rulos of somo automobile rr,cing 
association of rrhich ho wos a mombor. Tropanier indicr.ttrd, hoTrevjr, 
that somo ono may havo used tho niime Al Dyjr at tho direction of 
William P. "Squawk" Roilly. Trepanior oxplainod that in I.:arch, 1931 
with four other ncn, ho was nrrostod in Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
charged with conspiracy to do fraud, llie caso as to hin ttos dismissed. 
At the time of his oxrost ho owned and was in possession of a new 
1931 oight cylinder Hupmobile sedan, which tho Atlantic City, Not7 
Jersey police took from him and placod in storage at tho police Gar-.ge. 
Subsequent to tho above arrest, "Squawk" Re^Hyi ^ho was unknown to 
Trepanior, but who was acquainted with his comp^mions , came to Atlantic 
Cit y, N.J. from Wow York, to assist tho arrestod persons. Upon Rci 
ffll'ival in Atlantic City and after ho had learned that all persons ^ 
arrested wero broke, ho is alleged to have iiarjodiatoly lost intorej 
in the case, but obtained from tho Atlantic City police Departmen' 
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Trepknier's Hupmobile sedan. Heilly is said to have returned with ■ 
•**this car to Hew York City, although no explanation has been giver, 
as to how Reilly obtained Trepanier's car frosi the Atlantic City 
Police Department. Trepan ier thereafter sought legal bdvice as to 
how he could recover his ITupnobile sedan. A short while l&ter 
Trepanier met Reilly in New York City and he spoke to him about 
the car but could obtain no satisfaction whatsoever from Reilly, 
Ke later contacted Reilly by telephone and in this conversation 
Trejianier was advised that Reilly had disposed of the car by sale 
to an unknown person. Trepanier clainod that rrior to this trouble 
in Atlantic ,City, N.J. ho had never seen "Squawk" Reilly, has se^n 
him only ondTe since that time, but has learned that Reilly is a 
professional crook , having been arrested as ucriy as 87 tinos without 
having onco been convicted. 

pursuant to the above, Williain p. "Squa^7};" Reilly 
was interviewed at his hone, 25 South Munn Street, East Orenge, 
N.J. Reilly readily identified photographs of such parties answering 
the names of William Connell, Nev? Jersey State Prison l ict.iro #14139; 
Charles Shopperd, New Jersey State Prison picture #14140; :>:att Smith, 
State County J* lor i da , picture ^8388; and Alfred Dyer, ^^ontreal, 
Canada ^29076, as being parties known to him and individuals involved 
in a race track shake-down at Atlantic City, N.J., all of whom had 
been arrested in May, 1931 at Atlantic City, in connection with 
the race track case in which Dyer was roloased. It apr.eors that 
*- Connell and Sheppard were released in that caso and Itott Smith 

on March 28, 1932, at least, was still a fugitive from justice. 
Reilly indicated to Agents of the New York office that his sole 
interest in the above parties was in the arranging of the bond for 
them, and that in connection with the arranging of such bond he b^d 
oxhibitod Trepanier's Hupmobile sodan, which he later sole: to attain 
tho moneys advancod by him for tho puriiosc of obtaining Trepan iter's 
bond. "Squawk" Rollly admitted being aequo in tod with Attorney 
Hcchhcimcr due to tho fact that Hochheimor had 'Jipponr.jd to rep re? on t 
the above mentionod persons whon thoy v/oro arrostod in Atlantic City. 
Railly claiioed ho isad no direct or intimate association .?it-h 
HochholiDer and character! 7iOd him as being & "littlo cnzy." 
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Under date of January 23, 1934, William P. "Squawk** 
Reilly, Jack Oosta, George Kent and Terry Catina were arrested 
at Toms River, N*!. charged with attempting to bribe one of the 
Jury Ptnel, called in connection with the trial of the caso en- 
titled United Statos Va* Nicholas DoloDre - Obstruction of Justice.

Subsequent to the public designation of sankey as one of the kidnapers 
of Charles Boettcher, 2nd, he was frequently referred to in the newspapers as 
a suspect in the Lindbergh kidnaping. The New Jersey State Police, the New 
York City police, and the Division's New York Office, have received no infor- 
mtion that would indicate Sankey or his associates had any connection with 
the Lindbergh kidnaping. Likewise no infomntioi: has been rocciveu by these 
yarious agencies that Sankey or his associates were in the vicinity of Ner 
York City on Warch 1, 1932, or at any other tine. A thorough review of the 
New York Division Offlfte file relative to Sankey cind Gordon Alcorn developed 
no information that Sankoy was ever in the City of New York; State of New Jer- 
sey, or in tho eastern section of the United States, The file shows that Al- 
corn was in the territory of tho New York Division Office on but two occasions 
during 1927, when he visited his brother Barold .at Syracuse, N.Y., remincd r. 
few nionths, and worked as an engine wiper for the Now York Centrr.l Pailror.d. 
During 1951, he is reported to have again visited at Syracuse. TiiC i/acwics 
used by Sankey in the kidnaping cases in which hs wr^-s involved apparently dif- 
fer from those pursued in the Lindbergh case. NoverthelcGS , a considorablo 
quantity of his handwriting was examined by Handwriting Expert Albert D. Os- 
born of New Yorl£_City, vho reported that sane bore no re senb lance to the 
Lindbergh ransom notes. 

Sankey 's photograph and that of his chief associate, Gordon Francis 
Alcorn, alias Gordon Alcom, alias Cordon Elkliom, alias Gordon 3est, were 
exhibited to Dr* John Condon, who stated that sane bore no rosesblancc tc 
tho individual "John" to whom he paid the ransom money in tho Lindbergh case. 
It is stated, however, that the photographs of Sankoy and Alcom exi-.ibited to 
Dr. Condon were rather poor specimens, and better photographs, when obtained, 
will bo exhibited to Dr. Gondon and the taxi cab driver, Perrone. 

A number of unreliable informants have comaunicatod with tho divi- 
sion, alleging tbat Sankoy is implicated in the Lindbergh case, but upon in- 
vestigation, their Information was proved unfounded. One of these was Oral 
E. Rathbun, a soldior, who has fumishod allegod information on many import- 
ant kidnaping oases. Investigation of his statements proved 
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them untrue, and indicated that much of his infoiroation was gleaned from 
newspaper reports. 

Michael F. Kinkaid, prosecuting Attorney, RBicsey County, St. Pa 
Minn!, after visiting the ranch of sankey at Gann valley, S.D. in the Fal 
of 1033, advised newspaper reporters that he found on the ranch, complete 
nowspapor and magazine accounts of tho Lindbergh kidnaping as well as a 
file containing info roat ion as to the earnings of Babe 2uth and Jack 
Dempsey. The information given to the press ty Kinkaid appears to bo 
the basis for imst of tho newspaper articles connecting Sankoy with the 
Lindbergh case. 

Srfnkey iias tho Chief conspirator in tho kidnapings of charlos 

his indiotaont on Iforch 29, 1933 together with Alcorn; poettchor was re- 
leased on March 1, 1933 nftor the poymont of $60,C0C ransom. Haskell Boh 
of St, Paul was kidnaped on June 30, 1932 and released after FO^yment of 
|12,00C ransom. Mrs. Vem Sankey was acquitted in the Bohn case but is 
being held for trial in the Boet.tcher case. Apparently Sankey 's associet 
in the Boettcber case were Gordon Alcorn, Carl Feorce, Elvina Ruth Kohler 
Mrs. sankey and Arthur Youngsberg. One Bay Robinson associated with 
sankey in Ih^Bohn case, was convicted and is serving a twenty-five year 
sentence.

Eoth were 
thoroughly questioned regarding the Lindbergh case but steadfastly denied 
participation in seme, although they odnitted their guilt in the Doettche 
and Bohn kidnapings. Sums of money found in possession of these individu 
were found not to be part of the Lindbergh ransom money.

According to W.F. Schrooder of tho State Jdentif icatiori R^reau, 
Lincoln, Nebraska, Sankey's present wife, Jfrs. Fern Sankey, was the firs 
wife of Vernon C. Itillor, subj&ct of tho Kunmo case. 

Neither Sankey nor Alcorn has a criminal record of any 
consequence, other than in tho aforomontionod kidnaping cases.

Their investifration developed no basis 
for suspectinc that Schonck was involved in the Lindburch kidnepinf:. 
Schenck preferred char(^cs agninst the men involved in his abduction,

DeBaroff , alias Captain Barras, alias Captain Itudolph K. Buraff , dias Count 
Rudolph Detu de Baraf, for u time, vera Yiewed as suspects. Considerable 
InTestlgation was conducted by agents of the Bureau of Narcotics and later 
by this Division. The former during February and F,iarch, 193 2, maintained 
telephone surveillance over 53cllick and DeBaroff at Daytont. Beach, due to theij 
association with TTllllo Haar and Nick Costa of Savannuh, Gu., outstanding dope 
and liquor runners ill the Southeastern ptrt of the United States*. This 
surveillance i^idicated that they perhaps were engaged in smucgling drucs,. 
planning a revolution In Ccntrul jjncrlca or possibly wore Involved in the 
Lindbergh kidnaping, the last because Sellick was said to have been in Kew

Investigation developed that Sellick, recently engaged in run

in Honduras. ^J^e investigation elimluat&d Sellick and DeBaroff as suspects 
and nas dls'cbntinued at Daytona, April 1, 193S after tho Bureau of. 
Internal Revenue had seized Sellick* s plane and hangar una the Innipxation 
Inspectors started checking on tho citizenship s tutus of DeBaroff, which 
goTemmcnt activity apparently frustrated tho Central Anerican pi ems of 
Sellick and DeBaroff,

Information was secured by the Intelligence Unit of the Trefeury 
Department through an informant at Detroit that one WasXoT Simek might be.^ 
Implicated in the instant case. Simek had been arrested at Detroit, Mich, 
on March 25, 1924, on a charge of attempted extortion in connection vith a 
threat to kidnap the baby of £dsel Ford. Upon a plea of guilty to extortion 
Simek was sentenced to serve one to two years in the liichigan State Rcforsia- 
tory. Simek admitted that prior to the above sentence he had also served 
five years on a larceny charge (place not shown). After completing his 
sentence at the Michigan State Reformatory, simek was deported by this 
government froa the Iwrt of New York, on April 29, 1925, to Czecho-Slovakia, 
of which country ha was a citizen, Simek had left his native country in 
October 1925, It is reported that his wife, Maria, end his father, Anthony, 
€u:e both living In Czecho-Slovakia, end that he has an uncle, Jan Kontocky 
alias Skoltyckl, residing in the United states at Chicago, 111. It was 
established by the Intelligence Unit that Slmek secretly left Czecho-Slovakia 
because of an arson char^re against him, after his deportation there froo 
the United States. Subsequently he went to P.ussia whore he became involved 
in trouble with that government. The investigation by the Intelligence Unit 
further reflects that Simek spent time in India, South iimcri ca, and finally 
settled in ^faato Domingo. In the latter country ho was employed by a 
public sorvico corporation for about a year previous to the kidnaping, 
and required to make dally reports as to the reading's of certain instruments* 
According to the investigation conducted by the Intelligence Unit, the 
records of the corporation establish that Slmok was in Santo Domingo in 
^ the employ of the corporation on the date the Lindbergh kidnaping occurred. 

A photograph of Simek, mixed in with a number of other photographs, 
was exhibited to Dr. Condon, by the Intelligence Unit. Dr. Condon picked out 
the picture of Simek from the group and said "Boys, you are hot, I want to 
see that man**. However, Condon did not definitely state that Sinek'was the 
man '*John'* to whom he paid the ransom money. 

At the time of Simek* s arrest on March 25, 1924, his description 
was as follows:

•Preston Sutherland, fomerly of Indianapolis, Ind. possibly had scmd^ 
connection with the Lindbergh kidnnpint^ caso, was furnished by 
RobeVt St. Pierre, Indianapolis, Ind, rnd referred to the Division, 
InvestiGation developed that itr, St. Pierre first becijne acquainted 
with Sutherland early in 1950 while the latter T:as employed in a carege 
in Indianapolis. Sutherland claimed to have served with the Canadian 
Forces in Siberia during the ??orld War; to hnvc boon shell shocked. 
He claimed personal acquaintance with a Colonel tlorrow, who T?as in 
coninand of the ^erican Hogiusnt in Siberia and also claimed acquaintance' 
ship with Colonel Oharles A, Lindbergh , stating; that ho had met him at 
Kelly Fiold,^ Tcxaa, and also that ho had been invited by xhc lete Dwifht 
Morrow to visit the Morrow family in Mexico City v/hilc Mr. Ilorrovf was 
Ambassador. 



Mr. St. Pierre further informed that he had a child vrho 
in 1930 was about 2-1/2 yc-arc old and was unable to -mxlk or talk.

Further, that about February E8th or 29th, 1932, at about 
8:30 A.M., he received a long distance telephone call from either Camden 
orj^renton, N. J. Inquiring if he would accept a collect call from Dr 
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Mlsc - Dean Preston Sutherland 



Sutherland; that he accepted the call and Sutherland requested e 
loan *of ^0 stating he needed It imedlately; that an emergency 
had arisen; however, lir» St, Pierre declined to send the money to 
him. Upon reading of the Lindbergh kidnaping case a day or two 
later, Mr. St. Pierre forwarded the four extortion letters which 
ho bolioved to have been written by Sutherland with cooiplete in- 
formation to tho Now Jersey State Police and they subsequently 
advised that they had been unable to connect Sutherland with tho 
case. 

Investigation developed no record of a long distance 
call mentioned by Mr. St. Pierre; that there was no record of Dr. 
Sutherland ever having been confined in the New York state Asylum 
for Insane at Mattewan, New York; no report of English Oval 
cigarette stubs, which brand Sutherland anokcd incessantly, having 
been found at scene of crime; that Sutherland was unknoTO to Colonel 
Lindbergh and hie family and that Colonel Charles II, Morrow, who 
cotunanded tho 28th "United States Infantry in Siberia, had never heard 
of anyone nancd pean P. Sutherland, but had, however, met one Edward 
Earle, wholes later identified as Sutherland, for the first time 
at Deportation Proceedings held at Washington, D. C, in April, 1922 
on the deportation of Gregory Semenoff . At those proceedings Earle 
testified ho resided at St. Paul, Minn, and enlisted in the Canadien 
Army in Canada in August, 1914, served in the Royal Enfincers of tho 
English Army in Siberia in 1916, and was discharged April 20, 1920. 
Colonel MorroT? had not seen or heard fran Earle and knows nothing 
of his whereabouts since said bearings. 

Tho record of tho testimony of Edward L. Earle on 
April 13, 1922, shows that he was 29 years old; born at Winchester, 
England; resided at St. Paul, Minn.; joined the British Army August 
9, 1913; served until April 20, 1920; went to Siberia from Petrograd, 
Russia with the British Railway Engineers and served in that territory 
from March 1917 to 1980.

Investigation also developed that Joseph Hugo Becw* is at 
present confined in the United states Penitentiary at Leavcnworthf Kansas, 
awaiting sentence for having escaped from Fort Riley, Keji. 6-28-31; ^ 
Becker was returned to Leavenworth, frcin escape 6-S5-32 and cLaims to 
have resided at Grass Lake, Illinois continuously frcm July 3, or 4, 1931 
to date of arrest, June, 1932. Bockur* s alibi is still to ho checked 
by the Chicago office. 

Though all tho other suspects mentioned by Camody 
actually have served time at Leavenworth Penitentiary, thoro is no 
record there of *Grabowski .

Shortly after the kidnaping, a formerly wealthy and rather prominent 
shipbuilder of Norfollc, Ya. , John Hughes Curtis, advised the press that he 
had knowledge as to the identity of the kidnapers, and offered his serrices 
as an intermediary. His overtures were at first ignored l:y the Lindberghs 
because they felt that through Dr. Condon they were in touch with the real 
kidnapers, and because Curtis furnished no proof of his alleged contact. 

After the {laynent of the ransom money, cy Er. Condon, or. April £, 
1932, Curtis continued his activity in the case, in association with Dean 
H. Dobson-Peacock, an Episcopal Clergyman, Sector of Christ Church, Norfolk, 
VH., and Rear Admiral Guy H. Burrage, retired, of Norfolk. On ono occasion, 
Reverend Dobson-Poacock journeyed to New York City and contacted Arthur L. 
Hitner, a confidence man, previously mentioned in this report, Hitner 
apparently was merely an intermeddler in this phase of the cose and had no 
direct connection with the matt or. When Dr. Condon failed in his efforts 
to bring about-tfao return of the child, the Lindberghs turnod to Curtis who 

be paid to the kidnapers, however, until tho baby was returned. Curtis 
cXaioed he had seen the $50,000 paid by pr, Condon, that the baby vtqs 
being held on a boat at soa, and that ho, Curtis, was in coraraunication with 
the kidnapers by wireless. Curtis turned ovor to Lindbergh various docodod 
wiroloss mossagos allogodly received from tho kidnapers, whose lofider was 
identifiod by Curtis as one "Dynamito", tho othors he dosignatod as "Hilda", 
"John", and one Mauri co Truosdalo. For ninoteon days up to !:ay 12, 1932, 
the date the baby's body wns found. Colonel Lindbergh and Curtis were at 
sea on the yacht "Mnrcon" owned by Colonel Ghnrles Gonsolvo, a friond of 
Curtis, trying to make contact with tho kidnapers. 

Somo credo nee was givon to the story of Curtis becausu ho wcs 
known to be friendly with various rum-runners operating in tho vicinity of 
Norfolk, among thoSc; being JTossq Et Fas tor of irvington, N. J. and Sam "The 
Gas Man" Goldberg of Philadelphia, Pa. Curtis built sever«^.l "rum" boats 
for tho latter individual who ia montionod in detail under ♦'Subjects and 
Suapocts*'. 
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An investigation after the finding of the body, revealed Mat the 
story of Curtis was tintrue, and on May 17t 19^^ he confessed that vis entii 
stpry was a figii»nt of his imagination and was concocted for the sole purpc 
of selling it to the newspapers. Both Curtis and the police investigation 
abaolvedMiniral Burrage of any complicity in the frtiud, although there was 
Bosie question as to the possible guilty knowledge on the part of Heverend 
Dobson*Peacock* The various rum-runners acquainted with Curtis were cleare 
of suspicion by the New Jersey State I'olice. 

Curtis was convicted on July 2, 1932 on a charge of giving false 
infonsation to tfie authorities, and on July 11, 1932 was sentenced to 
serve one ^ear in the New Jersey State Prison and to pay a fine of $1,000; 
he was released before serving his full sentence.

On April 2, 1932, Arthur L. Hitner, an alleged confidence man, unc 
indictment at Buffalo, N.Y. for violation of the National Bank Act, conferi 
at Washington, D«C. with former Assistant Attorney General John Marshall ar 
Assistant United States Attorney, Mrs. Rebekah Greathouse, said to be distc 
ly related to Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh, and stated that while ins telling 
electric light plants he had come in contact with members of the purple, 
Capone, and "Logs" Dioiaond gan^s, and that ho kr.ev^ the baby had been stoler 
and taken to a place in the Cat ski 11 l,{oun tains and la tor brought to Nev? Yoi 
City. 

Hitner was la tor interviewed at the New York Office of the Divisic 
and alleged that he is certain that the Lindbergh baby wcs kidnaped by Han 
Floisher and Abo Wognor, mombers of the purple Gang, whom he had seen at 
Catskill, N.Y. in Jack (Legs) Diomond^s hangout on February 29, 1932 5it whi 
time bo overheard their conversation to the effect that they were going to 
pull off a job in Now Jersey whore the use of a ladder would bo necessary. 
Further, that this conversation took place at the Smith House in Cat ski 11, 
N.Y. operated by one Joo Bums te in. That the men in (question returned to 
Catskill the following Ifcnday night in on old Dodge Sedan. That on tho 
morning of }Jarch 2nd, ot Syracuse, N.Y.f ho end his wife observed the headl 
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^ '7In'*the papers regarding the disappearance of the Lindterch baby, ei 
mediately associated the parties previously mentioned ;»ith the kic 

K that he telephoned Bums te in relative to a check and that this Bui 
informed him that If he would go to 5006 Wert 22nd Street, Cicero,' 

• he could make $5,000; that he proceeded to tliat address and by devj 
meAna and cirouiQstances , which he related ^ retained the raoney and pro- 
ceeded to Chicago where he was instructed '"^-z 50 to Washington, B-C* and 
to see certain high ranking govomment officials in connection with Al 
Capone's turning over the baby for certain consid'^rations, which cocnis- 
sion iio attempted to carry out but was unsuccessful. 



On April 13, 1632, Hitner telephoned the Nov/ York Office and 
indicated he bad been in Brooklyn, N*Y. all thu previous night and had 
in forma tioi^ as to throe parties who previously had no raonoy but now wore 
in possession of ample moans, and ho believed s^nno consisted of all now 
bills. Ho was instruotod to eommunicatij such informtion to thu l]o7r 
Jersey State polico, it having been noted that ho hod previously beor. in 
communication 7ith Colonel Lindbergh and Colonol SchvTarzkopf . 

On April 21, 1932, Hitner at New York City, telephoned Dcm H. 
Dobson-peacock of Iforfolk, Va,, who at that tine mc associated with Johr. 
Hughos Curtis and Admiral Guy Burragc in connection with Curtis* allogod 
negotiations with tho kidnapers. Hitnor instructed povcrcnd pobson-Poc-.cock 
to como to 4tow York inmwdiately in connection with tho restoration of the 
Lindbergh bfiby. Reverend Dobson-PoQCock c.'une to Nor; York and lutjt Hitner 
as requested. With much mysterious by-play Hitner cttomptod to intimidate 
Dobson-Peacock, trying to elicit tho inforc/ition ho hud concornirg the 
kidnapers; Hitner later attempted to convince Feacock th-it ho could locate 
tho baby but that peacock would havo to raiso a certain amount of money. 
lAter both Rev, Peacock and Hitnor tallted to I!rs. Greathous? at Washington 
on the telephone, infoming her that the bcby would bo delivered te her in 
the near future. Several other persons wore associated with Hitnor dur- 
ing these proceedings, and Rov. peacock later tentatively identified a 
photograph of Gaston B. Moans as one of the persons whom he mot v.'ith 
Hitnor. 



Under date of Ihy 7, 1932, Hitnor using the noma »»H".rklo" 
addressed a letter to I-lrs, Evalyn Walsh McLoan, Woshington, D.C,, rcquestirg 
hor to answer certain spoeifiod questions regarding; her association and 
dealings with Usans,, and reforrod her to li*. John IRrshall or )li's, Robekah 
Greothouse aa to his identity. Mr. jarshall advised that at the time 
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Wtner was in Washirjston he was out of funds and I!r. KCarshall endorse 
§75. draft for Hitner and subsequently hcO tD nake it good. Hitner gave 
Mr. Marshall as security some apparently v.x".hles5 gold mining stock. 

On May 25, cxd 26, 1952, Hitner i'/.trcdiind one Joseph IJass 
alias Lorraino, a convict on parole, to an agent of the Division, in an 
undercover nanner. Hitner and Mass cade numeroui* allegations as to their 
knowledge of concerted activities of Johr. F. Condon, Peacock and Gaston 
B. Means. Later, however, in a signed stateaent Lorraine advised thot this 
infonaation tvas fabricated by Hitner and that he had carried on the fraud 
at the suggestion of Hitner, 

In June 1933, Hitner contacted William Merchant, attorney-at- 
law, and informed him in great detail that the kidnapers of the Lindbergh 
baby were Harry Fleisher, Dutch Wagner and Norman Hill, and two unknown 
parties; that Norman Hill, known as "Hilly" was Hitner's chauffeur and 
drove Hitner's Chrysler automobile from Sauger ties , K.Y. to use in the 
kidnaping on the night the child was taken; further that the body ident- 
ified as that of the Lindbergh taby was one taken from a Wcstchoster 
County came tgEy,- and that the Lindbergh baby is still alive, and that he, 
Hitner, is aware of its whereabouts, Mr. Merchant apf-arontly intends 
to develop Hitner' s story and stated that he has offered it to the Hor.rst 
newspapers for $50,000 of which ho was to get 4C^ and Eitner 6O5S. 

In December 1933, Hltnor contacted l{r. James K. McGillan, attorney- 
at-law, Groen Bay, Wisconsin, and also informed him in much detail that on 
the night of tho kidnaping ho had loaned his car at C^itskill, N.Y. to Dutch 
Wagner and Harry Fletcher of Detroit, who were associated with Waxoy Gordon 
in the liquor biislnoss; that those two men left tho Smith Houso, Catskill, 
N. Y- on that night with his chauffeur, Norman Hill. Hitnsr claimt^d th''.t 
later he had returned to Now York "with somo special deputies from tho 
Department of Justice" and cooperated with some operative whose none he 
did not state, and that subsequently Waxcy Gordon and Dutch Schultz had 
threatened to shoot him. 

It appears that Hitner also attompted to work g confidence gono 
on Mr. McGillan in connection with $75,000 in securities which he* alleged 

he had in a safe deposit box in Toronto, Canada. Hitnor asserted that the 
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Lindbergh baby was alive; that he Icnew its location. Late in Decemb 
^he left Green Bay for the purpose of procuring the child in the Tici 
iNew York City, and on December S3, 1933, McGillan received a telepho 
viioo Hitner at El Paso, Texas, claiming that he had the child Tzith a 
and also the ransom money; on December 31, 1933, Hitner ag&in called from 
los JChgeles, California, where he drew at leost two drafts without 
authorization, on the Northern Trust Company, Green Bay» Wisconsin, of 
which Mr« McGillan was president, which drafts were not honored. 

Hitner *s criminal record, Division No. 378227, is set out herein, 
inasmuch as he is a fugitive ond it Is possible that h3 my appear In various 
parts of the country, attempting to use his story of the Lindb&rgh kidnaping 
for fraudulent purposes:

Means also informed l-!rs. }lcLoQn at this timo thcit ho was arranging 
to place in escrow the $50,000 ransom money paid by Dr. Condon in 
New York City, After ^ft-e. McLoon'B daparture Mor.ns collected an 
additional sum of ft200. from tho nurse. Miss Kelson. On April 9, 
1932, Means^nd ♦'Tbo Fox** departed for Chicago leavin.™ iiiss Kelson 
in El paso' to receive the baby which they informed her nould be 
delivered on April 11, 1932. 

On April 13, 1932, Means appefirod at Jtrs. HcLoan's 
Washington, D.C. bone and proposod that she raiso $35,000 in **good 

of the $50,000 aarkod noney paid to thorn by Dr. Condon. Ilrs. VicLean 
made an Qttonpt to raise the $55,000 hut was stopped by her attorneys. 

On April 17, 1932, Mrs, IfeLoan roquestod that Ifec^ns 
return hssr ^100, ooo and ho informed her that it was at his brother's 
place in Concord, North Carolina, and that ho irould proceed there 
inmodiatoly and procure it. On April 21, 1932, not having hoftrd 
from >toans for several days, Mrs. McLean had Father Humey cell at 
the Moans' home near Washington, D.C. to find out what ho had done 
about the money. Means appeared to be aurpriaod when Father Hurnoy 
asked him about the money and stated that he had actually proccedod 
to Ooncord, picked up the money, and was on his way back to Washington, 
when he tos stopped on the highway noar AluXRndria, Virginia, by an 

(number, and demanded the money. Means further informed that inaannic 
as this nan claimed to be Mrs. McLean's representative and knew the 
code, he gave him the money. 
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The whole matter was referred to the rivision of 
I Investigation by Mrs, McLean's attorneys on my 3, 19 3S, and on the 
• follDwing day a complaint was filed hefor^s a United states conmis- 
sioner at Washington, E.G. charging l^^ns uith larceny after trust, of 
tlCO",0C0 from Mrs. McLean, He was arr-?stec. on May 5, 1932, and sub- 
sequently indicted for larcftny after tru-^t end embezzlenient in con- 
nection with th3 B\2ms of f 100,000 and $:<.-jOO cLtr.ined by hiic from ?!r3. 
McLean. Me^ans was convicted on June 13, 1932, without takir^g the 
Witness stand or offering any defense whatsoever. Cn June 15th he 
was sentenced to serve fifteen years in the United States Northeastern 
, Penitentiary at Lewisburg, pa*, "The Fox", Norman T. Vrtii taker, was 

arrested at New Yo^k City on Tune 27, 1932 and in Miy, 1933 he and 
Means were *led jointly at Washington, D- C under an indictment 
charging conspii-aoy to defraud Krs. McLean of $35,cr0. Both \7ero 
convicted and sentenced on 'ilhy 26, 1933 to serve two years each in 
a Federal p^anitontiary. 

As a defense in the trial of himself and lyhi taker 
in May, 1933, laeans took the witnoss stand and testified that he 
had seen the Lindbergh baby at Aiken, South Carolina, on : torch 8, 
1932 (in later stateroonts he does not so claim) and that he knev? 
the identiiy-ef the kidnapers. He identified then as Wellington 
Henderson, head of the communist Third Internationale in this 
country (officials of the Conmunist I arty have stated that no such 
person was ever connected with thoir organization) ; ono Irving 
Fenton, whom he claimod to have met in the Atlanta penitentiary; 
Max Bassell, and Uu Greonberg, the latter two heing well knoiTn 
liquor operators. Means testified further that tho ransom inoney 
paid in the Lindbergh case by Dr. Condon was in the safQT:y deposit 
*ox of Mix Hassell in the Elizatethport Banking Ocmpany at Elizabeth, 
N.J. together with the f 100, 000 given to him by Mrs. McLoan. Means 
further testified that Whitaker was an innocent party to the whole 
transaction, and knew nothing as to the identity of the kidnapers. 

He further testified that he had info naat ion that 
the baby found dead near Hopewell was not the real Lindbergh baby 
but a "plant;" that the real baby was alive in Juarez, Jfexico. 
Whitaker did not take the witness stand; he had orally odmitted, 
however, after his arrest, that "he was an accoicplice of Means and 
that the whole affair was manufactured by Means." 
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{ On Lfay 13, 1933 the contents of the safety dejosit 

\ box of Ifax Bassell at the Elizabethport Banking Company, Elizabeth, 
t N. J. were examined by Agents of the New rcrlc Division office (the 
I* box had previously been opened on April 1G35). It was found 
to contain currency totallins $214,500, in dsnomi nations of ';5C, 
|lod, $3:0, $1000, and «:500C bills, practjoally all of them unused 
bills. As previously shoTrn in this rer-ort, the i^50,oro ransom 
money paid by Dr. Oondon consisted of ^5, $1C .-.nd ^^20 bills. It 
is obvio\is, therefore, that the ransom money wks not included in 
the funds found in the safety deposit box, and that Means' statement 
in this regard is untrue. MeevM had also claimed that the $100,000 
given to him by Mrs. ^ScLean wns in this safety deposit box, and this 
statement was also 'found to bo untrue inasmuch as the ncney given 
to him ty Vj*. McLean was composed of $90,000 in $20 bills and 
$10,000 in ^;100 bills, all of which was old noney. A thorough 
examination of all papers found in the safety deposit box failed 
to show any connection between IJix Has se 3.1 and the Lindbergh kid- 
naping or anything which would indicate -ihat Basse 11 was holding 
money for Keans, lArs. Kc-^an, Colonel Lindbergh, or any of the 
principals in the ease. 

After the arrest of Mear*s, a whole year had elapsed 
during whic^_period he came forward with no info iirat ion regarding 
the instant case other than his testimony at the trials as above . 
indicated. On April 12, 1933 Max Hassell and lAx Creenterg, well 
known liquor operators associated with Irving Wexler, better knovm 
as Waxey Gordon, had been shot and killed at the Elizabeth-Carteret 
Hotel, their headquarters, Elizabeth, N.J. It was shortly after this 
murder, widely published in the newspapers, that I'earjs and Whiteter 
were tried in connection with the $35,000 fraud, and Means seized his 
opportunity to lay the crime at the feet of two dead men. By letter 
dated May 25, 1533, addressed to his attorney, B. Mercer Hartraan, 
Washington, D.C. Means repeated the story told at his trial that the 
two men who were directly responsible for the kidnaping were ?Six liassell 
and Jtoi Greenberg, Means alleged that these two individuals plar-ned 
the whole thing and executed it through their agents, James Feldran 
alias Irving Fenton, and Wellington Henderson, and that Virs. WcLean's 
$100,000 had been given to Max H^ssell by Feldman. I/:eans alleged 
that Has sell placed this noney, together with the $50,000 paid by 
Dr. Condon, in a safety deposit box at the Elizabethport Bonking 
Company, Elizabeth, N.J. In addition to the publicity concerning the 
shooting of Hassell and Greenberg, there was also considerable publicity, 
pr^ML-to Means* statement and testimony, concerning the safety deposit 
ox in question. 
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Means clQlir-ed that he mentioned Bassell and Greenberg 
to his attorney, Mr. IJartmn, prior to the death of these individua 
and that he had info need Ifcrtnan that Ijirs. McLean ♦s $ltX^,CC<: was i 
vested in Hassell's whiskey 63mdicate. jjfter receipt of the lette 
from Means containing the atove Inform t:.^n, Birtman executed an 
affidavit tending to corro^iorate the iiiforLVition furnished by Means. 
The*' affidavit states that Baesell and Greenberg were mentioned by 
!.:eans as the persons behind the kidnap in*; prior to April 12, 1933 
the date of the murdor. Hartmn also al^legcid in this affidavit 
that an iDdivldual who claimed to be Hassell contacted hiin several 
times prior to April 12, 1933, In another affidavit Iftirtman alleged 
that he had been visited in Keans* behalf by an Individual who 
identified himself as James Feldman,

Under date of July 2C, 19:.'w It, Joseph B. Connolly, General 
Manager of the King Feature Gyadi-Tate, ana af J'iliated with the Hecrst news- 
papers referred to this office two report »-?rr. wh? had recently received in- 
formation .from one jameb Oscar Farrell, an cx-cor* .'ict, to the effect that 
he possessed laiowledga concerning the identity of the perpetrators of the 
Instant kidnaping, and that he (Farrell) had a part therein. 

Jcones Oscar Farrell was interviewed by then Special Agent J.J. 
I&nning, of thee New York office « Farrell at that time resided with his wife 
and three children at 315 East 75th Street, Kt-w York City. His personal his- 
tory as developed by this interview and subsequent investigation esttiblished 
tbat'he was bom at Philadolphia, Fa. Cctobor 5, 1886; that ht? loarried while 
residing in that section of tho country, subsequently divorced his wife ar.d 
migrated to tlio Pacific Coast. While thoro he onlistod in the United States 
Amy under tho naiiie of Harry Davis, and during tho course of the latter ser- 
vice, spent sovoral yoars in tho rhilippinos. Whilo in the Philippines. 
Farrell hoaxed the Socrot Sorvico there into paying hiffl a salary for several 
months while they,. investigated allogations made by Farrell re Karcotic Law 
violations by'prominent officials, subsequently proved unfounded. FarrcU 
returned from the Fhilippinos to San Frar.clpco ^I&rch' 19 , 1934 and shortly 
thoraafter deserted from the army. Ho was arrostod at San Francisco, Calif. 
Juno 13, 1914; charge, robbery; sontonce, six years San Quentin prison, 
California; paroled Octcbor IC, 1917 and dischnrsed from parolo r. year later, 
prior to his arrest on the robbery charge Farrell wis connectod r/ith the 
Connecticut State Board of pharnncy as a Karcotic undercover informnt. 
Farrell has boon q Narcotic addict for nnny yoars. At tho present timo 
ha claims to have curod himself of this addiction but this statement is 
seriously quostiond by agents who have interviewed him. 



t At the time of his first interview, Farrell stated that ho, 

together with one Billy Burke alias Eughio Hughos, a former cell mate at s-^.n 
Quontin Prison, California; Kitty Murphy, a paramour of Burke; one Frvrrington, 
alias Morgan Wellington; Hoppy Joo DeLong; Swodo Henderson aliis Swede Ander- 
son; patty McGuiro; Louise Dubois and Pauline Dubois; Violet Sharpe; Elizabeth 
Morrow and Ollio Whateley, participated in tho kidnaping of Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, Jr. and subsoquont extortion of $50, COG from Charles A. Lindbergh, Sr. 
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Farrell stated that the actual kidnaping was perpetrate 
Billy Burke; Eoppy DeLong and the two Dubois sisters, Louise and paulini 
while he, Farrell, Wiited in an automobile on a nearby road; that the kid- . 
taped baby was brought to this automDbils r^id tliat he, with the kidnapers 
and the babv, drove to Phi la., Pa, and thonce to Becket, Vf^ss, where they 
secreted themselves in ft bungnlow at Camp .^.-^yloch; Farrell further stated 
that he was the urlcnown r»n who banded Dr. J • F» Condon the ransom letter 
designating point itinsom iias to be paid. 

Under date of December 22, 1933 Farrell was re interviewed by 
former Special Agent J". J, Kjarxing and Special Agent E. S-ndfcerg of the New 
York office af^^hich time Furrell ndmittod that the story relet ted to Agent 
Planning during interview sot out in Agent i::irj:ine»s report, 8/7/53, tt^s un- 
true 'in every respect, stfiting that the reason he told this untruthful story 
on that occasion was that ho was taking a dope euro and T;as in a very ner- 
vous condition, and that certain unnamod individuals hod persucided him to 
toll this story. In a suhaoquont conversation with Sjocial Agent T. H. Sisk 
he also repudiated his first statenont. 

Farroll subsequently wrote to Itlrs, Evalyn V/alsh "IcLean at 
Washir^ton, ^•fr. "^idvisini:: her that ho ms in possess ion of info nsrit ion con- 
coming the identity of the kidnapers ond the present whorcc bouts of tho 
Lindbergh baby, claiming that the latter was still alivo, his obvious tur- 
poso being to swindle I'xs, McLean Tfhich is indic^Lted by a convorsation had 
by Farrell with Special Agent T- H. Sisk whore in ho inquired as to whether 
C ho was guilty of extortion for accepting money from !>s. McLoan. Ko manr.s.:!d 
to interest :irs. ;!cLean in this story and vsia invited by hor to cono to 
Washington, D»C« and communicate the information in his posaossion to Divi- 
sion Director J. Edgar Hoover. Farrell demurred to the proposed interview 
with ?^r. Hoover but on January 13, 1934 he visited Hrs. KcLean at v,'ashir^- 
ton, D.C (a verbatim roport of this interview was secured). On October 15, 
1934 he furnishod the Division and Mrs. hicLoan with a stGtenjent very simil'ir 
in outline to the statement previously made by him to Manning. However, in 
this latter statement itirroll lists thoso participating in the kidnaj ing 
as Billy Burko; 7ohn BQrbu; Kitty flurphy and G-itherine :i5rrissey assisted 
by Oily Whateley and Violet Sharpe. In the latter statoncnt Farrell claims 
that he was not with the others at tho time of tho actual kidnaping. 
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Tbe recent statement also differs from the statement 
that Farrell now states that he cut the hair of Charles A. 
at Caiap OrayXockt near Becket, iftss« seven days after the kidnap- 
ing, ^ereas, in his original statement he clatod he cut the hair of Charles 
A.* Lindbergh, Jr. at the bawdy house operated by one '*Big Mooaa" near 1320 
Green St., Philadelphia, under date of }&rch 2, 1932. In the recent state- 
Bent, Farrell clauns that under date of April 3, 1932 he persor^lly handed 
Dr. John F. Condon the note instructing Condon where and hox? to deliver the 
ransom money. This is obviously untrue inasmuch as it has teen definitely 
established that the eleventh ransom note from the kidnopers was delivered 
to Dr. Condon at his home by an unidentified tcxi driver and that this note 
Instructed Condon to proceed to Bergen's Greenhouse where the twelfth ran- 
som note would be found under a stone. It was this latter note that con- 
tained directions as to the place whore the ransom nonoy "xas to be delivered 
to the representative of the kidnapers. 

Other misrepresentations and questionable statements have been 
rade to Mrs. McLean by Farrell, (l^ That the baby is still alive whereas the 
body found near Mt. Hose, N,J. has boon positively identified by Colonel C. 
A. Lindbergh and Dotty Gow as being the body of C. A. Lindbergh, Jr.; (2) 
That Billy Bui*e occuplod the samo cell with Farrell at San Quentin Prison, 
California, Whereas prison records do not reflect Burke ever incarcerated at 
BOid prison; and (3) That the edges of the ransom note paper wero perforated 
whereas in fact they were not. Other representations by Farrell- arc presently 
under Investigation.

On NOTember 16, 1933, Miss Betty Jane Guthrie of 1272 Tabor 
Court, Brooklyn, N.Y., was interviewed at the Division with reference 
to infoxnation she desired to Impart relative to the Lindbergh case. 

Miss Guthrie advised that she is convinced that one R.F.D. 
Lemon or Lel.ion, Vice President of the Lava Cap Gold Minir^ Corp., '^Jaa 
connected with the kidnaping of Charles Augustus Lindtergh, Jr." and 
"was the brains behind this kidriapinc and extortion." It developed that 
Miss Guthx4e was at one time employed by Lemon as his secretary; later 
was ascociatod with him in the sale of gold mine securities, and pres- 
ently Is affiliated with a group of stockholders engaged in combo ting 
Lemon's control of the Lava Cap Gold !!lnlng Corporation. 

UXaa Guthrie gave the following reasons for suspecting Lemon: 

1 - iDQediately prior to the kldnaiping and payment of ransom, 
Lemon was in desperate need of $50,dOC, whereas at present 
he -exhibits many evidences of prosperity, mnintaininp two 
apartments, one for his wife and family and another for 
his paramour* 



2 - During the early part of February, 1932, Lemon pretended

April 4, 1932 she observed Lemon standing under the Bronx 
River Parkway Bridge at a point between Tuckahoe and 
Crestwood, New York. Miss Guthrie attaches significance 
to this inasmuch Qs newspapers reported that Dr. J. F. 
Condon contacted a woman representative of the kidnap gang 
at Tuckahoe, New York, during the ransom negotiations. 
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3 - Lemon had been acting suspicio-jsly since the kidnap!

Miss Guthrie intimates thut the i*ansom money is seer 
in this safe deoosit box.

Outhfie persuadsd d-^t^clives of the New 7<-\i^e Department to search 

Horjevor, no such money was 
discovered. She has also suggested that the Nev7 York Division Office make 
arrangements to open the safe of one of Lemon's business associates, statins 
that the Lindbergh rojisom money nay be in it. 

Investigation by the San Francisco Iiivision Office has established 
that R.F.D. Lemon of Hew York City regis tored at the national Hotel, Kevodu 
City, California, February 22, 1932 and checked out on February 28, 1932; 
that he registered at the Stewart Hotel, San Francisco, CGlif . , February 
29, 1932 and chocked out iCirch 1, 1932; that ho reregistered at tho itotion&l 
Hotel, Nevada City, California, ITarch 3, 1932 and checked out Viirch 14, 1932. 
The records of the St. Francis IfctGl, San Francisco, Calif., roflcct that 
Lemon registered in March 14, 1932 and out !$irch 15, 1932. photostatic copies 
of the register of the National Hotel, Nevada City, California, for 
February 22 March 2, 1932 contain the registration of R.F.D. Lemon, 
New York City. The Division Laboratory is beir^ furnished those photostats 
and requested to adviso if the registrations referred to are in the handwrit- 
ing of Lemon. 

Tho San Francisco Office also established that the letters of introduc- 
tion from Frank 0. Jordan, Socretar;; of the State of California, and from 
Governor aolph of California, in possession of Lemon, were authentic and 
not forgeries as allogod by Miss Guthrie - 

On February 14, 1934, Miss Guthrie appeared at the lle'.7 York Division 
Office and stated that sho is taking a business trip to the pacific Coast 
shortly, in connection with the Lava Cap Gold Mining Corporation, and th"it 
while there she expects to obtain further information showing Lemon's guilt 
in tho Lindbergh case and will report it to tho San Francisco Division 
Office,
